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‘THE COMMISSIONER AT LAST DOES 
His DUTY. 

SIORTON’S APPOINTMENT REVOKED UPON 
HIS REFUSAL TO RESIGN—THE EX- 
AGENT’S COMPLAINTS AND THE FACTS. 

} Wasnineron, July 12.—Commissioner 

‘Evans’s man, Horton, has gone to meet Keim. 

‘He did not resign. He had nothing to resign. 

The Internal Revenue Commissioner, accord- 

ing to an evening paper, did what he ought to 

have done some time ago. He sent word to 

Horton that his warrant of employment was 

revoked. The relief of the Administratiou from 

embarrassment may therefore be supposed 
to be complete. 

Boston, July 12.—Revenue Agent Horton 
refuses to forward his resignation to the Inter- 
nal Revenue Commissioner, and suys he pre- 
fers dismissal. This forenoon he forwarded 
the following dispatch to the Commissioner ; 

Boston, July 12. 

Recognizing your person! ‘kindness to me, I 
‘would very much like to relieve you of embarrass- 
ments, but cannot comply with your request for 
my resignation, as it would be, in effect, a confes- 
sion of guilt, and Iam not guilty. I would prefer 
dism be: ause I cannot afford to lose my char- 
eter and employment at the same time. 

Cc. M. HORTON. 

Mr. Horton expresses surprise at his treat- 
2ment. The Commissioner, he says, gave pub- 
lic assurance in the press that Mr. Solomon 
Carter’s charges should be fully and fairly in- 
vestigated, and that if it exonerated the agent 
he should not be sacrificed to satisfy his ene- 


mies. He says he reported to Mr. Slack as 
soon as that gentleman was appointed to 
conduct the inquiry, and as to the result 
of the investigavion, while he has not 
seen Mr. Slack’s report, he has received a 
letter from Mr. Evans, in which the latter tells 
him in express terms that he has been exon- 
erated from the Carter charge. This being 
the fact, he is at a loss to know why, consis- 
tently with the Commissioner's declaration 
that he should not be sacrificed if exon- 
erated, he is now asked to resign. Mr. 
Horton continues: ‘* Whatever other cha 
have been made or insinuated by Mr. 
Carter or by other gentlemen, beyond 
that contained in his letter, I have not 
been informed of them, nor given any oppor- 
tunity to meet and disprove them, as I cer- 
tairly could do. As to other charges, I bad 
no intimation of their being made until the 
receipt of Mr. Evans’s letter. I do not 
now know what they may be, nor 
who makes them. When I first reported to 
Mr. Slack I desired to have the inquiry 
made as publicly as the charges against me 
had been made. This Mr. Slack reiused, 
Then I desired to have a stenographer pres- 
ent to record exactly what was said; this 
Mr. Slack refused. Then I desired to have an 
opportunity of meeting my accuser, Mr. Car- 
ter, face to face. This Mr. Slack at first re- 
fused to allow, and only granted it when I in- 
formed him that I should appeal to the Com- 
missioner. When I met Mr. Carter in Mr. 
Slack’s presence, I met promptly every 
allezation he made touching me. Mr. 
Carter did vaguely refer to other 
eharges, and I at once requested that 
he proceed and state them. This request Mr. 
Slack refused and declined to give me audi- 
ence on the subject. I have, therefore, no 
more knowledge than you have as to what 
those other charges may be. Any report sent 
on to the Commissioner on those other charges 
has been made up without the least opportu- 
nity afforded me cf meeting them. You will 
notice that Commissioner Evans says that Mr. 
Slack reports on the charges of other persons, 
but that‘ these persons refused to allow their 
names to be used.’ To condemn a pudilic 
officer on cbarges which he has never 
been allowed to meet, made by per- 
sons who refuse to put their names to 
them, seems to me, though I can’t say how it 
strikes other people, as about the meanest and 
most cowardly method of assassinating a man’s 
character yet made known. 1 cannot resign, 
and shall not, It isin the power of the Com- 
missioner, now that I have been exonerated 
on the only charge I was allowed to meet, to 
dismiss me; and that am now expecting he 
willdo. I tken have, at any rate, my self- 
respect left and such remedies as the law may 
have provided for slander and defamation of 
character.” 

Coliector Slack, on his side, while he refuses 
to give any information concerning the result 
of his investigation, regarding his position as 
analagous tu that of a jury who have sealed 
up their verdict, the breaking of the seal of 
which and disclosing the contents is for the 
court and not the jury, states his course of 
procedure in the investigation. The buyi- 
mess began, he suys, with the let- 
ter of Solomon Carter to President 
Artbur in which it was averred that 
Horton had taken $600 from Carter as a pay- 
ment for refraining to prosecute, and that he 
(Carter) bad heard of many similar transac- 
tions, but could not speak from his knowl- 
edge of them. To this Commissioner Evans 
responded in a letter to the Collector the es- 
sential part of which was in these words: 
* You are directed to investigate forthwith 
the statement by Mr. Carter and report the 
exact facts to this office at the earliest moment 
possible.” At the same time the Commis- 
ow addressed Mr. Horton by letter as fol- 
ows: 

“I have received your letter of the 26th inst. 
with reference to the letter addressed to the Presi- 
Gent by Mr. Solomon Carter. of Boston, Mass. 
Your letter fully makesup the issue, and I have 
to-day referred the matter to Collector Slack, of 
Boston, for immediate investigation and report. 
Yoa will report to Collector Slack your readiness 
to proceed with the investigation. The very bot- 
tom of this affair must be reached before you go 
on duty.” 

In these communications it appears con- 
Bpicuously by the phrases ** To investigate 
forthwith” *‘ at the earliest moment possible” 
and ** The very bottom of this affair must be 
reached,” that the Commissioner desired a 
busines:-like, and so far as consistent with 

etting at the facts, an expeditious, procedure. 

or these reasons, and because in the nature 
of the case the inquiry was of private concern- 
ment, its aim being to afford the Commissioner 
information for bis guidance in the perform- 
ance of official duty, Mr. Slack thought that 
an inguiry conducted with judicial formality 
was undesirable, and he proposed to conduct 
it in a friendly way as between man and man. 
Accordingly, it was conducted privately, and 
the proposition to employ stenographers was 
not entertained. He had thought it better 
also that each man should make his statement 
in the absence of the other. His only reason 
for this was that the personal antipathy of the 
two might be such that high words and 
more or less of a scene might be the re- 
sult if the two were brought facé to 
face without those restraints which an inves- 
tigation of a purely judicial character pro- 
vides. He did not intend to exclude either 
from a knowledge of what the otber had said, 
but to submit the written record of each man’s 
statement to the other, that either might make 

a counter-statement if he chose, to go in as an 

appendix to his originalstatement. He yielded, 

bowever, on this point to Mr. Horton’s ur- 
gency that he should be present, though it 
was through that urgency and his own de- 
sire to have everything proceed as amicably 
and pleasantly as possible that led him 
to yield and, not as Mr. Horton's reported 
statement seems to imply, the unknown ter- 
rors that an appeai to the Commissioner on 
the point might induce, The investigation be- 
gan with Mr. Carter's statement, Mr. Horton 
and other persons who were witnesses being 
also present. Mr. Slack himself wrote down 
the statement of Carter, paragraph by para- 
graph, as it was made, and when it was ended 

6 read it over in the bearing of all, and gave 
Carter an opportunity to amend or add 
if he chose, and also gave Mr. Horton 
an opportunity to object with a view 

to amend wherever he thought any 

inadequacy appeared. All expressed them- 
seives satisfied with the record, and thereafter 

Mr. Horton made his statement, which was 

recorded, read, and criticised in the same way. 

These statements and those of the witnesses 

present whose testimony was corroborative, 

which were prepared in the same way, were 
forwarded to the Commissioner as the result of 
the investigation. This was the extent of any 
investigation ordered, and the Howe and 

French letters and other extraneous matters 

were ignored for the time being and until fur- 

ther orders from the Commissioner. 
As the original letter of Carter cave intima- 
mation of other similar cases, the Collector 
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deemed it to be required of him to make in- 
quiry for the information of the Commissioner 
concerning these. Heaccordingly obtained from 
Mr. Carter a list of the firms or persons thus 
vaguely referred to, and the Collector person- 
ally inquired of these persons concerning these 
cases res! ively, not demanding any infor- 
mation, for he did not think he had any 
authority for that, but giving them sev- 
eraily an opportunity to make a statement 
if they wished to do so. The substance 
of these several statements he communicated 
in a letter to the Commissioner, stating thac 
he withheld the names, but that the names 
wonld be furnished and the persons would 
testify if the Commissioner wished to enter 
into any investigation concerning them or 
any one of them. There has been no refusal 
of an. body to allow his name to be used in 
support of any charges which the Commis- 
sioner may desire to investigate, and in his 
letter the Collector expressly informed the 
Commissioner that the statements of these 
persons were made ex parte. 


EVANS AGAIN IN TROUBLE. 
HI8 ‘‘ ROCK AND RYE”’ DECISION LIKELY TO 
RESULT DISASTROUSLY. 

Wasnineton, July 12.— Commissioner 
Evans appears to be in danger of embar- 
rassing the Administration in another direc- 
tion than that of the rejected Hor- 
ton. The off-hand decision made by him 
a day or two ago, based upon the casual 
observation of the head of the tobacco 
division, threatens to lead to immediate and 


large claims for the repayment of taxes im- 
properly levied. *‘Rock and rye” has been 
manufactured for years and sold under pro- 
prietary stamps. Commissioner Evans, in the 
most off-hand manner possible, has now de- 
cided that it is a beverage, and that the proper 
tax to impose upon those who sold it would 
have been that of wholesale dealers in liquors, 
who pay $200 a year, instead of the proprie- 
tary stamp tax of 4 or 5 cents a bottle. 
The difference between these taxes for 
a series of years is verv’ great, 
and the opinion is expressed by experts 
in Mr. Evans’s office that this difference will, 
under the recent decision, prove a valid claim 
against the Government. The “rock and 
rye” men are understood to insist that their 
preparation is now manufactured exactly. as 
it was manufactured when proprietary stamps 
were required. Therefore, if it is a beverage 
now it was always a beverage, and the high 
taxes should be refunded. While the head of 
the tobacco division made the suggestion upon 
which Mr. Evans acted, Mr. Evans will 
shoulder the responsibility himself. * That’s 
the kind of a man he is.” 


A YOUNG ENGLISHMAN’S DESPAIR. 


CONVICTED OF POCKET-PICKING, HE TRIES 
TO KILL HIMSELF IN JAIL. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 12.—An application 
was made to Judge Yerkes in the Quarter Sessions 
to-day, for a new trial for John Joseph Richardson, 
who was convicted yesterday of having picked the 
pocket of Mrs. Ann Gideon, on a Ridge-avenue 
car. Richardson was arrested two days afterthe 
alleged occurrence in the company of aman named 
Flynn, who is awaiting trial for complicity in the 
theft. Mr-«. Gideon identified a twenty-dollar sil- 
ver certificate found on Fiynn as part of $100 
taken from her. The woman testified at the trial 
that as she sat in the corner of the car, with her 
shawl thrown over her Jap, she felt a band fum- 
bling at her pocket. After she had left the car she 


discovered that her pocket-book was gone. 
She gave the police authorities the de- 
scription of a man who had sat beside her, 
and deciared that Richardson was the man 
who had taken her money, A policeman testified 
that he had seen Richardson and Flyaon on two or 
three successive days passing among the crowds 
on Eighth-street. It was thought the prisoner was 
an English thief, and the prosecution was pressed 
with vigor. Richardson In his own defense swore 
with a greatdeal of feeling that he knew nothing of 
the crime and had never before séen Mrs. Gideon. 
He arrived in this country, he said, five weeks 
ago from England, after having served six 
years in an English regimert in India and 
beea honorably discharged. He lodged at the 
house of Mrs. Corcoran, at No. 512 South-street. 
His mother and the woman had been elose friends 
in Engiand. Fiynn was alsoa lodger at the same 
house. Richarison had occasion to forward some 
money to his parents, and Flynn{uffered to go with 
him to purebase a billof exchange. and said that 
he would show him about the City. After the 
money had been sent away beth the young men 
were arrested on the street bv a detective. Mrs. 
Corcoran, a simple oli Irishwoman. corroborated 
the statements of the prisoner as to his living at 
ber house and her scquaintance with his mother in 
the old country. Her granddaughter swore that 
Richardson hardly ever left the house at night, but 
passed the time in simple games and singing. 
Other witnesses swore that the pfisoner’s reputa- 
tion, so far as they knew, was excelient. Thejury 
nevertheless returned a verdict of guilty, As the 
judgment was rendered the prisoner buried his 
face in his hands and wept like a child. 

Prison Agent Heritage and Dr. Butcher, of the 
county prison, stated to the§ court to-day that 
Richardson moaned and sobbed ail night over his 
disgrace. He constant!y cried out that his mother 
would never recover from the shock that his con- 
viction would give her. Thies morning he was 
found hanging from the grating of his cell dour. 
Driven to frenzy, be had improvised a noose out of 
a handkerchief and sought relief from his own 
thoughts by attempting to commit suicide. He 
was unconscious, and was cut dewn barely in time 
to save his life. He still showed in the doek to- 
day. in his white and haggard face, the effect of 
his terrible suffering. 

John Manley. an Englishman, testitied that he 
bad been a companion with Richardson in’India in 
the Fourteenth Foot, a regiment of West York- 
shire troops, and had come to this country with 
him. All that the prisoner had eaid about his ser- 
vice in the army wastrue. Manley saw him wear- 
ing two badges for good conduct on his breast and 
a decoration in the shape of crossed guns on the 
sieeve of his coat. The witness saw him honora- 
bly discharged. Manley himself had just come 
outof the nospital, where he had been confined 
for a week with fever and ague, and had only just 
heard of the charge against bis old comrade. The 
Judge granted a fnew trial, which will take place 
to-morrow.

HEALTH OF NEW-ORLEANS. 
» New-ORLeans, July 12.—The only cases of 
yellow fever in the waters of Louisiana are the 
four on board the Swedish bark Bernia, lying in 
mid-stream off Quarantine Station, 60 miles below 
the city. The four cases are deing well and con- 
valescing. The bark had all of the others of her crew 


sick of the fever at Vera Cruz, and three of them 
died there of b'ack vomit. The places of the dead 
and of two others left at Vera Cruz sick in hos- 
pital were filled with fever-proof negroes, and she 
started on her trip to Montera, but found her way 
into the Mississippi in distress. This city retains 
its remarkably good health, not a suspicious case 
of fever having occurred, and even the usual cases 
of malarial fever are fewer than usual for this sea- 
son. So many eyes are watching and so mucb ri- 
valry exists among the sanitary officers, that the 
occurrence of the first case of fever cannot but be 
known at once, and be published to the world.

DIGGING 1N AN OLD CEMETRRY. 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., July 12.—Italian la- 
borers, while excavating in Washington-street this 
morning, preparatory to laying a sewer, were hor- 
rified upon discovering the remains of human 


beings. Many of them were so frightened at the 
sight that it was a long time before they could be 
made to resume their labors. An investigation 
showed that the bones were the remains of per- 
sons buried in an old cemetery,‘which at one time 
Was the resting-piace of some of the most aristo- 
cratic peopie of the town, and which extended 
about haif-way into the street. The skulis were 
examined by a large crowd. Two colored boys, 
who attempted to use them for foot-balis, were 
compelled to desist by bystanders. They were 
finally deposited in a soap-box and carted off toa 
burial ground.

THE O17, MARKET EXCITED. 

PETTSBURG, Penn., July 12.—The oil market 
was very much excited to-day, and under a de- 
pressed condition of affairs declined to $1 0834, 
the lowest point reached for several months, 
The bears have been pounding the mar- 
ket with good effect for some time, and 
to-day succeeded in getting it below $1 10, 
which had become generally regarded as the mini- 
mum figure for this season. A large amount of 
oil was margined down to that point, and when 
the price touched $1 10 there was a general rust 
to dump, while many who cou!d not make their 
margins good were sold out. The sales are esti- 
mated at considerably over 3,000,000 barrels,

ROLLINS OUT OF THE RACE

SECRETARY CHANDLER TAKES H18 
PLACE. 

A FORMAL LETTER OP WITHDRAWAL FROM 
ROLLINS—CHANDLER HARD AT WORK 
witH 70 VOTES AT HIS BACK. 

Concorp, N. H., July 12.—Mr. Rollins’s 
offer to withdraw if the anti-caucus candi- 
didates would do s0 was received with in- 
effable scorn by the three gentlemen this morn- 
ing. They did not make the slightest pre- 
tense of replying to the letter which 
his envoys submitted to them. ‘*We 
will be bearers at his funeral,” said 
one of them, ‘‘but we have no intention 
of performing the Hindu wife act.’’ ‘Tne 
letter is late, reluctant, and unimportant,” 
said Gen. Marston. Before the convention 
met the Rollins men were pledged to vote for 
him once more in order that his ship might go 
down with flags flying, but his complete with- 
drawal was known to be inevitable, At 
the same time, Secretary Chandler's asser- 
tions that he would not be a candi- 
date were shown to have been as inconse- 
quential as these dispatches have declared them 
to be, by the annnuncement that he was in the 
field and the sudden appearance of the Federal 
office-holders who had been laboring for Rol- 
lins as full-pledged Chandler workers. ‘‘We 
shal! elect him this afternoon,” said a Custom- 
house officer, but the prediction did not prove 
true. All the morning the members were vig- 
orously at work in Mr. Chundler’s behalf, 


but it was soon clear that his chief sup- 
port must come from Rollins’s strength. 
while the other candidates would give 
him few accessions. They have no love for 
him. Attorney-General Tappan refused to ac- 
cept his hand in the hotel this morning before 
a throng of people because of a charge by 
Mr. Chandler tnat he had neglected his duty 
in connection with certain railroad combina- 
tions. Mr. Patterson hates him cordially. 
Ex-Senator Wadleigh makes grave charges 
against him without hesitation, while Gen. 
Marston and Gen. Stevens declare that Chand- 
ler is not better than Rollins, and they will 
oppose him to the end. 

The ae peace which has reigned 
changed this morning to more hostility than 
has been apparent before. No great changes 
were expected in the tirst ballot, and none 
came. It resulted as follows:

The Patterson men went everywhere, though 
Tappan gained most from them. Then Col. 
Whitehouse asked permission to read a paper. 
Every one knew it was Rollins’s with- 
drawal, which he wrote this morning, at 
what he thought were friendly suggestions, 
but some say they were a part of Chandier’s 
plan. The anti-caucus men at first seemed de- 
sirous of keeping it out, but finally consented 
to its being read, provided they might reply if 
they chose. But it was nothing more than 
the old story of the caucus nomunation, a slur 
at the other candidates, and a panegyric upon 
his own services, ending with his complete 
withdrawal. ‘The following is its text; 


To the Republican Members of the New-Hampshire 
Legisi ture ; 

As your candidate for United States Senator, 
regularly nowinated in accordance with the time- 
bonored usages of the party, I have for several 
weeks, and at nearly every vote taken, been aup- 

orted by a majority of you with entire fidelity. 

rom the beginning of the canvass, however, my 
election has been opposed by several gentiemen of 
prominence in the party, who have received 
bonors at its bands and always by the agency of 
caucuses and conventions, and they have succeed 
ed thus far in thwarting the election of a Serator 
in a Legislature containing 90 Republican major- 
ity. Convinced at length that the interests of the 
Republicen Party require a speeiy termination of 
this condition of things, I have proposed to four 
gentiemen, who have from the outset repu- 
diated their party obligations and stood as 
candidates for the Senate in defiance of 
the will of the organization, that we all 
retire from the field and leave it open to the fur- 
ther consideration of the party. This proposal has 
not been accepted, and I leave those gentiemen to 
settle{their account in this entire transaction with 
their constituents and the Republican Party of 
New-Hawmpshire. 

In my view of public affairs I am thus brought to 
face an important personal responsibility. In an 
active membership of the Republican Party ever 
since its birth, in seasons of victory and of defeat, 
sometimes in the position of aleader and some- 
times as a private in its ranks, I have never 
faltered in supporting its principles, its nom- 
inations, and its accredited modes of action, 
nor have I hesitated to make any sacrifice of my 
p-rsonal feelings or ambitions which the expressed 
will of my party associates seemed to demand. It 
costs me no heart-burnings to tread the path 
of duty again, and therefore in the further in- 
terest of harmony and peace of tne party 
in whose continued ascendency in the State 
and Nation I believe the best interests 
of our time are bound up and é£@(*for 
which I am as solicitous to-day as ever before, and 
especially in view of the approaching Presidential 
election, the closeness of the United States Senate, 
and the abselute importance of choosing a Repub- 
lican Senator at this session, I desire to withdraw 
my name as your nominee for Senator and leave 
you free to select another. Profoundly grateful, 
&e., E. H. ROLLINS. 


““ We will give youa chance to reply,” said 
the Rev. Dr. Quiut to the anti-Rollins leaders 
when the reading was completed. 

** Well, for my part,” replied Gen. Stevens, 
very distinctly, ‘‘ instead of stopping here to 
answer this bundle of egotism, 1 preter going 
to dinner.” Every one laughed, and Mr. Rol- 
lins disappeared from the fight. The after- 
noon vote with 21 candidates was as follows:

Among the new names presented were those 
of Speaker Eastman and ex-Speaker Jordan.

These tactics 
are not likely to succeed. It is rumored to- 
night that Briggs will withdraw, in accord- 
ance with a trade with Chandler, but he de- 
nies it ewphatically to THE ‘1mxEs’s repxe- 
sentative. 

As was stated last night ex-Senator Patter- 
son’s men left him to-day, but it is believed 
that they will go back to him at any time, and 
in general the opposition to Chandler is ap- 
parently as firm as was that to Rollins, But 
members are beginning to weary of the 
struggle and the solution seems not a 
great way off. Jeremiah Smith could 
have tke Senatorship should be so desire, 
but he says positively that he will not 
take it. O. C. Moore, the new candidate, 
wanted to be a Civil Service Commissioner, 
and is an adherent of Rollins. He is not a 

ossible witiner. Mr. Rollins is going to his 
arm todo some haying over Sunday. Mr. 
Chandler will make what hay he can in Con- 
cord, and it will be no boys’ play that he will 


put in. 


NOT A CANDIDATE FOR PRESIDENT. 

PAILADELPHIA, July 12.—The 7imes to- 
morrow willsay: ‘In answer to a suggestion 
of a New-York journal that the Hon. Saiwnuel 
J. Randall was a candidate for President, and 


might go out of the contest for Speaker, to 
enter the Présidential race, the ex-Speaker said

THE NEW NAVAL UNIFORMS. 


A SCHEME TO IMPOVERISH OFFICERS AND 
ENRICH TAILORS. 

Wasnincton, July 12.—Rear-Admiral 
Nichols, Acting Secretary of the Navy in Sec- 
retary Chandler’s absence, said to-day that 
while he had read a pamphlet describing the 
proposed changes in naval uniforms, he 
did not understand that an order had 
yet been made for the adoption of 
the changes. All that he knew about 
the changes was that they were proposed 
about a year ago by somebody and approved 
by the Secretary last Winter. Who proposed 
these changes, the Admiral said, he could not 
tell. There was no bureau that had any au- 
thority in such matters. It was his opinion 
that the changes would be very unpopular. 
From the time they were first suggested, prob- 
ably by some of the younger officers who fan- 
cied the idea, a strong opposition had been 
made to them, and this opposition took the 
form of a protest, signed, he thought, by 
a large majority of the officers, of whom 
he wasone. It seemed that it made no differ. 
ence thata majority of the officers opposed 


the change. So far as he could iearn, the 
scheme was one that originated with the tail- 
ors who made the uniforms, and who may ex- 
ect a fine job if the officers of the American 
Navy are to be transformed so as to resemble 
as closely as possible the officers of the British 
Navy. 

At present each officer bas three uniforms, 
and the cost isa heavy drain upon the purses 
of the younger men. lf the changes now 
proposed are made, the old uniforms, many of 
which have just been made at considerable ex- 
pense, must be discarded for the six new ones 
prescribed in the pamphlet just issued. Ad- 
miral Nichols spoke of the proposition to dis- 
ecard the folding cocked hat, which can be 
stowed away in a small space, and the 
substitution for it of the stiff cocked hat, 
which will occupy more space than 
the fashionable silk hat, as a _ strange 
and unreasonable one, as there is very little 
spare rocm now on toard ship, and the change 
will cause great inconvenience to the officers, 
as each officer, trom a *‘middy” up, will be re- 
quired to have one and keep it in good order 
for full-dress occasions, The Admiral said he 
had heard no complaint that the uniforms 
now worn are not comfortable, neat, und ser- 
viceable, and he could think of no better 
reasons than those he had referred to as 
having brought about the changes. If, indeed, 
each officer in the navy will be required to 
purchase six new uniforms, the expense to the 
naval establishment wiil be a very pretty 
figure. The tailors will have commissions to 
make six uniforms each for 1 Admiral, 1 Vice- 
Admiral, 12 Rear-Admirals, 25 Commodores, 
50 Captains, 90 Commanders, 80 Lieutenant- 
Commanders, about 300 Lieutenants, 100 
Masters, 100 Ensigns, about 70 midshipmen, 
and about 150 cadet midshipmen, to say 
nothing of tne 200 Surgeons, the 130 pay 
officers, engineers to the number of about 300, 
and a few others, or about 1,700 officers of «ll 
kinds. The uniforms cannot be bought for 
less then an average of $25 each at the lowest 
estimates, including the cost of hats, helmets, 
and es. An expenditure of $150, if it should 
be so little, and it would probably be twice 
as much, would appall a ** middy”’ onfa salary 
of $1,000, and it would not greatly delight a 
Commander on a salary of $4,500, with no 
other means of support for his family. The 
tailors to the navy would, of course, be 
pleased, and find abundant reason for this 
change or any others that may be proposed 
before the last new uniforms prescribed shall 
be worn out. If one tailor should get the job 
for all the uniforms to be made at $200 an offi- 
cer, he would receive about $400,000,

THE ALLEGED FRENCH OUTRAGES 
IN MADAGASCAR. 
IGNORANCE OF THE FRENCH CABINET ON 
THE SUBJECT—M. FERRY EXPRESSES 
DISBELIEF IN THE REPORTS. 

Lonpon, July 12.—A correspondent of 
Reuter’s Telegram Company at Paria says the 
French Government has not been informed of 
the conduct in Tamatave of Admiral Pierre, 
referred to by Mr. Gladstone in the House of 
Commons yesterday. 

The French Government has informed Eng- 
land that it awaits official advices from Tam- 
atave before replying to Lord Granville’s de- 
mand for explanations of the occurrences 
there. M. Tissot, French Ambassador in Lon- 
don, who is absent on a furlough, will return 
to London sooner than he expected. 

The report of the doings of the French in 
Madagascar alluded to by Mr. Gladstone yes- 
terday came from the British Consul at Zanzi- 
bar. It was brought to that place by a man-of- 
war. The French Government has telegraphed 
to Madagascar for details of the proceedings 
complained of. During the session of the 
House of Lords this afternoon, Lord Salisbury 
questioned Lord Granville, Foreign Secretary, 
as to whether the British forces in Madagas- 


car waters would be increased. Lord Gran- 
ville said that he could not make a public 
statement which might be misconstrued—the 
more so as he had reason to believe that the 
French Government was willing to do what 
was right in the matter. 

Paris, July 12.—The evening papers here 
believe that no serious difficulty will arise out 
of the Tamatave trouble. The Temns thinks 
England has magnified a very small affair. The 
Journal des Debats expresses a similar opinion 
and points to what it describes as a growing 
tendency on the part of the English to con- 
sider themselves entitled to exemption from 
burdens imposed by international law upon 
neutral nations. 

Le aus, commenting this afternoon upon 
the latest news from Madagascar, says: “ It 
is impossible to deny that we have entered 
upon an acute stage of complication with 
England in regard to French action at 
Tamatave. France applauds Admiral Pierre. 
Whenever we act’vigorously our neighbors 
will insult us; but we must be careful not to 
unite our enemies against us. The arrests at 
Tamatave and the stoppage of foreign com- 
munica'ion with the shore were just and 


lawful.” 

LONDON, ngs | 13.—The Standard’s cor- 
respondent at Paris says he has had an inter- 
view with Prime Minister Ferry, in the course 
of which M. Ferry declared that the excite- 
ment in England over the Tamatave affair 
mast have arisen from a misconception 
of the feelings of the French Cabinet, whose 
most sincere wish was to cultivate cordial 
relations with England. M. Ferry believed 
that the occurrence at Tamutave had been 
exaggerated. The dead British Consul, 
he said, was known to be _ anti-French 
in his attitude, The idea that any French Ad- 
miral would insult the British flag M. Ferry 
declared to be preposterous, and he asserted 
that Admiral Pierre could not have ventured 
to adopt the extraordinary course attributed 


to him.

Dustin, July 12.—At a meeting last 
night of the Irish National League the receipt 
of £2,000 from Australia was announced.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Romer, July 12.—The Russian Govern- 
ment proposes to appoint an ambassador to 
the Vatican. 

The Pope has summoned the French Bishops 
to come to Rome for the purpose of consulting 
with him in regard to the condition of the 
church in France. 

Panis, July 12.—Ths Gaulois says the will 
of the Count de Chambord commands all roy- 
alists to recognize the Count de Paris as the 
heir to the throne of France. 

The Chamber of Deputies to-day, by a vote 
of 391 to 115, accepted the Ministers’ proposal 
to begin debate on the subject of conventions 


with railway companies on Monday. The 
vote is considered as foreshadowing the adop- 
tion of the conventions and as obviating all 
fear of a Cabinet crisis. 

A duel arising out of Tuesday’s debate in 
the Chamber of Deputies on the Tonguin 

uestion was fought at Ville d’Avray to-day. 
The combatants were M. Emmanvyel Aréne, 
Gambettist Deputy for Corsica, and M. 
Boubée, a member of the staff of the Royalist 
journal, Le Cla‘ron. The latter was wounded 
twice. M. Paul de Cassagnac has challenged 
M. Ferry on account of differences during the 
same debate, but the latter has taken no notice 
of M. Cassagnac’s message. 

Advices from Tonquin dated July 3 say that 
Gen. Bouet, the commander of the French 
troops in Tonquin, arrived at Hanoi on 
June 15. The defenses at Haiphong were 
completed and those at Namdinh and Hanoi 
were advancing rapidly. On the arrival of 
8,000 reinforcements operations were to begin 
immediately against Sontai. 

Ber in, July 12.—M. Krazewski, the Polish 
author, who was arrested on a charge of be- 
ing connected with a conspiracy in Russian 
and Prussian Poland, has n found guilty 
and sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. 

‘The treaty of commerce between Germany 
and Spain has been signed. 

The North German Gazette says that Prince 
Bismarck will for some time require the great- 
est care and absolute rest in order to recover 
his health. 

Vienna, July 12.—The Emperor Francis 
Joseph has commuted the sentence of death 
passed upon Sabidina, one of Overdank’s ac- 
compiices, who was recently found guilty of 
high treason. The Supreme Court will fix 
Sabidina’s term of imprisonment. 

Lonpon, July 12.—The Manchester Ship 
Canal bill passed its third reading in the House 
of Commons this afternoon. 

The Right Rev. Christopher Wordsworth, 
Bishop of Lincoln, has given notice of his in- 
tention to resign the Bishopric. 

The Speaker of the House of Commons has 
written to Mr. Bradlaugh informing him that 
he will be excluded from the House until he 
engages not to attempt to take the oath in dis- 
regard to the resolution of the House. Mr. 
Bradlaugh has made a reply declaring that the 
action of the House in his case was illegal. He 
says be will endeavor to take his seat in obedi- 
ence to the law, andif heis expelled he will 
appeal to the electors in his constituency. 

Lord Dufferin, the British Ambassador to 
Turkey, was entertained at a banquet at the 
Empire Club last night.

THE SUEZ CANAL AGREEMENT. 
Lonpon, July 12.—At a meeting of mer- 
chants and sbip-owners held to-day to discuss 
the agreement between M. de Lesseps and the 
British Government in relation to the project 
fer a second Suez Canal reselutions were 
passed expressing regret that the Government 
had promised to use their influence to obtain 


a concession for a second canal in favor of M. 
de Lesseps’s company, instead of securing a 
concession for an independent British canal. 

The London Chamber of Commerce has 
unanimously decided that the agreement be- 
tween the British Government and M. de 
Lesseps for the construction of another Suez 
Canal is inadequate and _ unsatisfactory. 
Meetings of ship-owners at Sunderland and 
West Hartlepool have voted that the agree- 
ment is detrimental to British commercial in- 
terests. Numerous other similar bodies 
throughout the country have passed resolu- 
tions of the same character independently of 
politics. 

Lonpon, July 13.—The agreement between 
the British Government and M. de Lesseps on 
the subject of the proposed new Suez Canal is 
based upon the generally received idea that M. 
de Lesseps possesses the exclusive right of cut- 
ting the Isthmus of Suez. 

Meetings will be held at Lloyds and the As- 
sociated Chambers of Commerce to-day to 
condemn the Government’s canal agreement 
with M. de Lesseps. 

Tne ‘Times to-day, in an article on 
the canal agreement with M. de Les- 
seps, says: ‘‘The agreement has been 
received with feelings ominously resem- 
bling indignation. It is inconceivable 
that the House of Commons will even att-mpt 
so much as to amend it. The Ministry must 
blame their own dogmatic contempt of warn- 
ing and instruction if they find themselves in 
a position from which they cannot escape 
without discredit.” 


AMERICAN HOG PRODUCTS ABROAD. 

Lonpox, July 12.—The North German 
Gazette of Berlin quotes a letter from Mr. 
Sargent, the American Minister, in which he 
states that Germany's pretense that the inter- 
diction of the importation of American pork 
was owing to sanitary reasons is now becom- 
ing the thinnest veil. The Gazette, in reply, 
reproduces an art’cle from a Cincinnati paper, 
in which it is declared that half of the lard 
manufactured in America consists of cotton- 
seed-oil, tallow, clay, and water. ‘The Times’s 
correspondent at Berlin says it is believed that 
the German Government has now found a 
long-sought pretext fur favoring native lard 
b* prohibiting imports from America, The 
justification by the North German Gazette of 
the interdiction of the importation of Ameri- 
can pork by alleging that American lard is 
impure is a characteristic example of the rea- 
soning of that paper. 


REPUBLICANISM IN SPAIN. 

Mapnrip, July 12.—The debate on the poli- 
cy of the Government, raised by the democrats 
on Tuesday, was continued in the Chamber of 
Deputies last evening. Sefior Martos adjured 
the Government to accept the principle of na- 
tional sovereignty contained in the Constitu- 
tion of 1869, as they would thereby obtain the 


support of Sefior Castellar’s party and of 
other republican fractions. 

The debate on the policy of the Government 
was vontinued in the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day. Sefior Castelar, the republican leader, 
declared that nis views remained unchanged, 
and he was confident that they would ulti- 
matelv prevail. He maintained that democ- 
racy was incompatible with monarchy, and 
he attacked menarchy and defended republi- 
canism amid great commotion. Prime Minis- 
ter Sagasta spoke warmly in defense of mon- 
archy. Sefior Moret also defended mon- 
erchy, but he charged Sefior Sagasta 
with not desiring an agreement with the 
dynastic Left, which might lead to the 
formation of a great liberal party. 
Sefior Sagasta denied the truth of the charge 
and reiterated that he was willing to carry 
out the promised reforms without a modifi- 
cation of the Constitution. Sefior Canovas 
del Castillo said he considered that an agree- 
ment with the Liberal sections was impossi- 
ble.

The Hygiene Commission has indorsed the 
scheme and M. Pasteur has applied to Lord 
Granville, the British Foreign Secretary, to 
furnish him with facilities for carrying out his 
mission. 

LONDON, July 12.—In the House of Commons 
this evening, Mr. Gladstone announced that 
the Government had determined to send to 
Egypt a British Surgeon-General who has had 
much experience in the treatment of cholera 
in India.

THE ‘‘ OLD TICKET’”’ MOVEMENT—RELATION( 
WITH MR. HENDRICKS—CONFIDENT OF 
HIS PHYSICAL ABILITY TO FILL TH 
PRESIDENTIAL OFFICE If THE DEMOC- 
RACY SHOULD SPONTANEOUSLY DEMAND 
HIS CANDIDACY—KELLY’S POSITION. 

Saratooa, July 12.—As the racing season 
approaches the politicians begin to flock te 
Saratoga, and for the next two months tha 
loiterers around the hotels are expected to di« 
vide their time about equally between political 
discussions and horse talk. Curiously enough, 
the Presidential race of 1884 appears to occupy 
more of the attention of party managers, both 
here and elsewhere, than the approaching Statd 
campaign or any other intervening political 
event, except perhaps the probable results of 
the election in Ohio.

But with the *‘ old ticket” in the field 
the rival candidates could at least console 
themselves with the reflection that they had 
all been treated impartially, and, as for the 
platform, none would be needed. The “great 
fraud” of 1876 would absorb all other issues, 
and the rectifying of that wrong would furnith 
the incitement to action. This, at least, is the 
way the advocates of the “‘old ticket” argue it} 
It is conceded by all New-York Democrats 
that if any candidate from the Empire State 
is to be presented to the next National Conven- 
tion it must be Mr. Tilden, and serious doubt 
is entertained by a large portion of the 
Democracy whether any candidate but 
Tilden could be sure of carrying the 
State. But would Tilden accept? This is @ 
question that continues to be asked by many 
who have read the account of Mr. Watterson’s 
visit to Greystone and who are not aware of 
the change that has come over the dream of 
the Sage, and which has been wrought, as his 
friends say, by sn entire change in the situa. 
tion. THE TIMES’s correspondent came across 
an old and intimate friend of Mr. Tilden at tha 
Grand Union to-day and gathered from him 
some facts with regard to Mr. Tilden’s views 
and purposes which are of interest to the pub- 
lic just at this time. . 

After some conversation the gentleman wag 
persuaded to submit to a formal interview, 
with the understanding that it was to be pub+ 
— and it took substantially the following 
shape: = 

@.—As you have long been on intimeta 
terms with Mr. Tilden, and are known to 4° 
an ardent admirer of his record as a pubiia 
man, I would like to ask you some question# 
about his views, so far as you are acquainted , 
with them, upon current topics, and particu: 
larly upon the subject of the next Presidential 
campaign. 

A.—lam willing to answer your questions 
on my own responsibility, and will endeavos 
to correctly refiect Mr. Tilden’s views as gath- 
ered from recent prolonged interviews with 
him, but with the understanding always that 
1 am not his mouth-piece and do not pretend ta 
repeat his language. To the ordinary method 
of newspaper interviews I believe Mr. Tilden’ 
lips are sealed, and especially upon topics 
sonal to himself. : 

(Y.—How lately have you seen Mr. Tilden? 

A.—Yesterday. ; 

Q.—Are you really advised of Mr. Tilden’s 
views and purposes regarding his renomina- 
tion for the Presidency ? 

A,.—Without qualification I am. 

Q.—You are aware that a wide discussion 
bas arisen as to his willingness to undergo thé 
strain of a Presidential canvass. What do you 
think are his own convictions ? 

A.—I am satisfied that he views his public 
career as a matter so abselutely in the control 
of the public decision that he will tacitly abide 
the event of a renomination. In regard to the 
idea of an excessive strain upon his physical 
condition, he has been fully prepared for any 
eontingency of this kind, not merely by his 
rapid restoration to heaith and vigor, but by 
his changed relations to such a campaign, 
should it occur. At one time, not iong since, 
even hia immediate followers abandoned tke 
idea of his further leadership and went to seek 
their fortunes in other directions. Many of 
them are now somewhat alarmed at the pros: 
pect of his nomination, as they havé 
set up for themselves or joined adversé 
interests. But that Mr. Tilden will respond 
in the affirmative to a proper demand 
by the party and the people there it 
not a particle of doubt. It is also his positive 
conviction that the time, the opportunity, and 
the necessity for his identity with a movement 
for a renomination of the ticket which was 
elected by the people, but denied by their trib. . 
unes in 1876, is now at hand. The recent 
course of Mr. Hendricks has, perhaps, given - 
this idea more positive vitality than it seemed 
to have a few months ago. . The refusal of 
Hendricks to recognize the historical justice, 
as well as the popular expediency, of a renomi- 
nation of the “‘old ticket” by the last Democratid 
Convention caused the nomination of Hancock 
and begat the failure of that experiment. 
This last remark you will please take as an ex- 
pression of my own opinion. 

Q.—Is it, then, the willingness of Mr. Hen- 
dricks, as recently indicated, to rum on the 
‘old ticket” that has changed Mr. Tilden’s 
views ? 

A.—He has certainly recognized the signifi- 
eance of Mr. Hendricks’s change of plan. It 
compels him to face a résponsibihty now 
which he has heretofore been relieved of by 
Hendricks’s refusal to run. It would be impos- 
sible for Mr. Tilden, at this time, to stand in 
the way ofa general or organized demand 
for a historic vindication of the great wrong 
and injustice perpetrated by the installation 
ot Hayes as President. Understand me; Mr. 
Tilden can never be a candidate for office 
again until the people shali require it for the 
purposes of this vindication. He is not a can- 
didate: this is absolute. It is equally absolute 
that ifa demand should arise spontaneously, 
and the Convention should renominate him, 
he will not repeat the personal plea presented 
in his great letter to the Cincinnati Convention 
declining the nomination. The ball is not set 
in motion by Mr. Tilden, or his friends, Mr. 
Hendricks has at last arisen to a sense of the 
true Democratic issue. The movement must 
be worked outin this way—initiated by Mr. 
Hendricks—and reaching to the day of election 
without word or act on Mr, Tilden’s part, but 
resting on their joint responsibility. 

(.—It is reported that you and other friends 
of Mr. Tilden are actively organizing a move- 
ment for the renomination of the “ old ticket.’ 
Is Mr. Tilden aware of the fact and the ex- 
tent to which the movement has gone ? 

A.—Mr. Tilden is perfectly informed of the 
activity of a great number of persons in the 
several States to promote the renomination of 
the “old ticket” in the next Democratic Conven- 
tion. In this Ispeakon my own responsibility... "> 
as I said before; but you know, and have sat- 
isfied yourself, that what I say and do is fuliy” “~ 
warranted. Mr. Tilden will have no bureau, ng" 
accredited staff,and will makenopersonaleffort _ 
whatever in the coming campaign. It is more 
the difficulty of reconciling interests and fac- 
tions in favor of any new ticket, combined 
with the determination of the rank and file of 
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the party to win in 1884, that is lifting the 
‘old ticket’? to unanimous and overwhelming 
acceptancy. ‘There is at the present moment 
no other ticket that is seriously and definitely 
thought of or that would’ carry with it a vital 
and definite issue. ; 

Q.—Conceding, then, that the comparative 
restoration of Mr. Tilden’s health and the as- 
sent of Mr. Hendricks to run on the “old 
ticket’? have changed the situation, what has 
Mr. Tilden to say of his own capability to 
stand the wear and tear of # four years’ ad- 
ministration of the Presidential office? You 
know thie duties of a President are represented 
to be very laborious, and have proved to be a 
heavy strain even on so robust and stalwart a 
man as Mr. Arthur. 

A.—Well, what you say is in the nature of a 
leading question, as the lawyers say. You were 
led to this interview by my remarks which 
were derived from my conversations with Mr. 
Tilden. Now, he does not regard the legiti- 
mate duties of the Presidential ofiicee as so very 
arduous, As to our present chief magistrate, 
he is inclined to think that his labor is in a large 
degree gastronomic and the strain is mainly on 
his waistbands. His immediate predecessors 
were greatly oppressed by factious demands 
for office. But Gen. Grant demonstrated the 
fact, which his successors have availed them- 
selves of, that the Nation could almost dis- 
pense with a President; that it has apparently 
superseded the necessity of a capitalat Wash- 
ington, They transferred the seat of govern- 
ment to Long Branch or New-York at pleas- 
nre. They have given us practical proof that 
the traditional importance of the Presidency 
has vastly diminished. Mr. ‘Silden appre- 
ciates better than any man the difference be- 
tween the Presidency in Van Buren’s time and 
the conveniences for the discharge of the du- 
ties of that office do-day. There is no longer 
any necessity for traveling to Washington ex- 
cept in the case of those Indians who wish to see 
the “‘ great father” of the country. The cable, 
the telegraph, and the telephone have facili- 
tated government as much @s they have com- 
merce. The President can make his appoint- 
ments at Washingtou from any point as well 
as the merchant can seli and get returns in 
the markets of the world. He can speak di- 

tly and receive instant response from his 

inisters, our representatives abroad. A 

ctical business Administration from the 
Bighest and most intelligent stand-point—and 
this would certainly be Mr. Tilden’s aim— 
would present an Executive almost as passive 
es the great seal of England. Havine due 
regard to the concurrent jurisdiction of the 
legislative and judicial departments, his policy 
and his acts would be far more accentable to 
the country, if stable, restrained, and con- 
servative, than if he had a turmoil of passion- 
ate and heated partisanship. 

Q.—Is not Mr. Tilden too old to properly 
administer the office of President? 

A.—He is old enough to appreciate wise 
counsel and wise enough to direct a judicious 
Administration. He is 10 years younger than 
Thiers was as a statesman, O’Conor as the 
leader of the Bar, Bancroft as historian, Judge 
Black as a jurist, or Fred S. Winston as the 
master of the greatest financial institution in 
the world. 

Q.—W hat does Mr, Tilden say of the course 
of John Kelly? 

A.—I made that inquiry and have no objec- 
tion to repeat to you, as the representative of 
Tur Times, the answer I received, ambonah 
it was not intended for publication. Mr. Til- 
den said that during the early days of the 
“Ring” contests Tux Times suddenly buret 
out in very severe assaults Reo Judge 
Bedford. Mr. Tilden, promp by dis- 
tinguished associates, went to the proprie- 
tor of THe Tres to expostulate, saying that 
Bedford was the only Judge on the bench who 
could be got to sign an order adverse to the 
interests of the ‘‘ Ring.” The managers of THE 
Trmes proved irrefragibly that the attacks 
were well founded, and Mr. Tilden was com- 
eae beg the quistion. He said if Tue 

IMES would suspend its attacks on Bedford 
and hoid him (Tilden) personally responsible 
they might make their exposures as severe as 
they saw fit, It was done accordingly ; Tilden 
was severely scored, and Bedford, unscathed, 
continued to subserve the vital interests of re- 
form. And so with Keily and others like him. 
Mr. Tilden is glad to have so many worthy 
Democrats hold him personally responsible, 
being convinced that they will in due time 
support with equal zeal the true issues of De- 
mocracy as they have done heretofore. 


Q.—But John Kelly is outspoken and vin- 
dictively aggressive in his pronunciamento 
t Tilden. Does not this assure the loss 
the State of New-York to the “old ticket ?”’ 
A.—Jobn Kelly — pry Ag | and 
ming in support of the ticke ore 
Soe he did ne ore to oppose it. It would 
bave been elected in spite of him; it will be 
elected inin defiance of him if need be, 
But mark me! I predict that Kelly will be the 
foremost and the most earnest in support of 
the “old ticket” in due time. 

.—If Tilden is elected will he not shut down 
on ly and ‘ammany Hall? 

A.—Mr. Tilden’s views in this connection 
have been more misrepresented than any 
other pelst ia his established policy. He took 
upon lf the relentless hostility of the 
sooth in sympathy with Tweed and the old 
“Ring.” e destruction of these left a large 
faction in Tammany Hall who retained a 
grievous memory of the ruin and expulsion of 
the great corrupt municipal oligarchy. Mr. 
Tilden could never rule this element or its 

mpathizers. Those of his followers, like 

per, Hewitt, Maurice Power, Campbell, 
Green, and others, who have tried to centrol 
Tammany have signally failed. It is clear to 
Mr. Tilaen, as it is to others, that Kelly alone 
has succeeded in this. He has kept order and 
comparativedecency inthe Wigwam, although 
the hordes of the Americus, Blossom, and 
other brigand political clubs have had to 
be subjugated there. As it is conceded 
y that John Kelly made an unassail- 
able Controller, thoroughly honest and effi- 
cient, so Mr. Tilden has not even been per- 
suaded by Mr. Green to assert to thecortrary. 
As to Kelly’s antagonism for Tilden, it has 
pews with the growth of opposition to Keily 
imself in the local Demoeracy. Kelly has 
maintained his ground by concentrating upon 
himself the support of the antagonists of Til- 
den and fostering those malignant recoliec- 
tions which the t reformer arrayed against 
himseif in the Tweed Ring and the Canal Ring 
fights. Mr. Tilden recognizes the parliamen- 
tary necessity, so tosay, of Mr. Kelly’s posi- 
tion. To maintain it Kelly must take this 
hostile course. To change it would be to place 
worse men in command of elements which 
Fernando Wood and William M. Tweed mar- 
shaled for the worst disasters in our municipal 
history. I assure you that Mr. Tilden’s feel- 
ings with regard to Kelly are about as deep as 
those which he manifested when Tur Tims 
abused him, by request, for the shortcomings 
of Gunny Beaforda. 

Q.—But are there not radical antagonisms 
between Kelly and Tilden which cannot in 
their nature be reconciled ? 

A.—I have zealously sought to ascertain 
that fact for myself and failed. Mr. Tilden 
recognizes John Kelly as the champion of bis 
church, There is no disposition at least to 
deny him whatever he has of capital in that 
connection. He manifested this champion- 
ship through the organization of Tam- 
many Hall. There is no issue of 
principle between Tilden and Kelly on 
these matters. What general issue is there 
of Uemocratic policy in which they do not em- 
ulate each other to assert and maintain? Kel- 
ly organized a bolt against the local chieftain- 
ship of Gov. Robinson. It was a success, ina 
qualified sense, for, in fact, it was all buta 
political suicide for Kelly. Upon a national 
issue, in the face of a National Convention, a 
Kelly demonstration will amount to a mere 
meager poy d fracas. In view of the unan- 
mity which is expected to lift the renomina- 
tion of the old ticket to the platform of party 
enthusiasm, even the open dissent of Kelly 
would prove futile. In the election for Presi- 
dential Electors it would be impossible fora 
Tammany bolt to formulate itself into an ap- 
preciable vote at the polls. 


QY.—Does not Mr. Tilden’s silence practically 
assent to the charge of pusillanimous in- 
efficiency which permitted bis antagonist to be 
jnaugurated without that contest for the 
Presideney which so many declare they were 
prepared to make with arms and organized 
forces! In other words, is there not some 
force in the eyes of the Democracy in Keliy’s 
charge of cowardice against Tilden ? 

A,—Not the slightest. On the contrary, 
Mr. Tilden’s conduct in that trying emergency 
was the most praiseworthy epoch of his life, 
and will beso regarded by the future historian. 
It is easy to talk about a man forcing himself 
Into the Presidential chair with a mob at his 
heels. But Mr. Tilden is a lawyer, and if he 
ere not, he 1s fortunate, as we all are, in Jiv- 
ing under a Government of laws. You recol- 
lect the opinion of Charles ©’Conor, given to 
Mr. Tilden, who consulted him as a per- 
sonal and political friend in that emergency, 
as to the expediency of suing out a writ of 
quo warrante, and alsoas to his taking the 
bath of office forthwith regardless of the ac- 
tion of the United States Senate. Mr. O’Conor, 
whose opinion was afterward publisbed, told 
him thatit would bein the rcatureof bizh 

treason. 
that, as there was no warrant against the 
King in the common law of England, so there 
pould be no quo warranto in our system, 
which was copied after the law of England.

the warrant df Congress, and there was no 
other tribunal that could pass upon the ease 
but Congress. So the responsibility was, 
and is, to rest on that Congress—its Senate 
and its House of Representatives—until 
a vindication is found at the hands 
of the people through the _ballot-box. 
Without saying so for Mr. Tilden, I venture to 
present it as a politicalaxiom that no member 
of that Congress, in any way responsible for 
the action of the Democratic Party at that 
time, will ever receive a general recognition 
as candidate for the Presidency or Vice-Presi- 
dency ina Democratic Convention. Mr. Til- 
den had strong and unqualified tender of or- 
ganized forces to compel his inauguration. He 
said then, and continues to repeat now, that 
he would not seek the office atthe price of 
blood, and he considers that act of self-denial 
the initiation of an epoch in history which it 
wouid have been of the greatest importance to 
bumanity had its spirit been recognized by 
the statesmen of the period before the out- 
break of previous dissensions that led to the 
late rebellion. 

Y.—80o0 you and your friends are actively 
in the fleld to rehabilitate the ‘‘ old ticket ?”’ 

A,—I will repeat, | am so enlisted with a 
number of friends. We will, if possible, make 
Mr. Tilden the candidate of the Democracy, 
without regard, however, to his personal de- 
sires oF intrusion upon his purpose to remain 
strictiy removed from any participation in 
our canvass for the ‘old ticket.” That is our 
business in Saratoga, and we mean to settle 
the question right bere this season. 

Q@.—Will Mr. Tilden bein Saratoga during 
the season ? 

A.—He may take a run up here from Grey- 
stone during some of the “‘heated terms.’”’ I 
think it very Jikely he will. 

Q.—What have you to say of Mr. Tilden’s 
relations to the several factions of the Democ- 
racy in this State? 

A.—He has kept strictly aloof from all of 
them for three or four years. 

Y.—To sum up, what are Mr. Tilden's views 
upon the vital and advancing question of civil 
service reform ? 

A.—Among the prevarications that prevail 
about civil service reform isthe usurpation of 
the credit of its origin and management, The 
conflict in the Democratic Party which ele- 
vated Mr. Tilden to the Governorship of this 
State wasas much the embodiment of true 
civil service principles as the Constitution 
of the United States was the offspring 
of the great Revolutionary expression 
in favor of civil liberty. When the 
reeord of the overthrow of the rings 
and bosses of this State shall be mature 
for history, it will be found that that 
memorable conflict broke up the Canal ag 
and destroyed the dishonorable brigandage o 
the Tweed dynasty and extended like a con- 
flagration to the Grant third term rings in 
Washington. It will be conceded that, if Mr. 
Tilden missed his personal inauguration as 
President, he nevertheless sees his principles 
enthroned in the places where the other sub- 
versive dictatorships were expected to rule. 
In proof of Mr. Tilden’s identity, even with 
the more restricied idea of civil service reform, 
it may be rernarked that the persons in office 
under his predecessor, Gov. Dix, were retained 
during his administration, and also during the 
succeeding term of his vicegerent, Gov. Rob- 
inson. it remained for Gov. Cornell to mani- 
fest his apostolic dispensation by their uncon- 
ditional removal. The present official repre- 
sentative and exponent of technical civil ser- 
vice reform—Commissioner Dorman B. Eaton 
—was the ancillary satellite of Mr. Tilden, 
and was, it will be remembered, sand-clubbed 
for his obtrusiveness in the Anti-Tammany 
fight of Mr. Tilden. Others, like George W il- 
liam Curtis, drew their original inspiration 
from the same fountain. It is, in fact, an ab- 
solute and precise definition of ‘lildenism to 
say that it comprises perfectly the full scope 
of civil service reform.

SIMONSON’S DISAPPEARANCE. 


THE BAD CHARACTER GIVEN TO THE MIS3- 
ING MAN BY THE POLICE. 

The mother of George Simonson, the young 
man who disappeared under somewhat mysterious 
circumstances on May 23 last, and is still missing, 
renewed her inquiries at Pelice Head-quarters last 


night. Mrs. Simonson, who is apparently a very 
respectable old lady, bas not seen or heard 
from her son sinee his disappearance, and she 
expressed fears that he had met with some aoci- 
dent or had been foully dealt with. She had been 
inrormed that on the evening of his disappearance 
he bad been clubbed bya policeman at Eigbth- 
avenue and Forty-seventh-street, and that, bleed- 
ing from his injuries, he had been put ona Seventh- 
avenue car going down town by a companion. 
Mrs. Simonson said that he son was a quiet, 
industrious young man, but the police, who in- 
vestigated the matter when the disappearance 
was first noted, tella very different story. They 
say that young Simonson wasa bad character. He 
was in the babit of drinking to exvees periodically, 
and when under the influence of liquor was noisy 
and quarrelsome. It iefasserted by Capt. Killalea, 
of the Twenty-second Preciit, that the story that 
Simonson was clubbed by a policeman is untrue. 

They claim to have ascertained thaton the ever- 
ing of his supposed disappearance Simonson was 
intexicaied, and had been engaged in a number of 
brawls. In Forty seventh-s'reet, near Eighth-ave- 
nue, he committed an unprovoked assault upon a 
woman living in one of the tenement-houses 
in the neighborhood, and knocked her down. 
Some of the neighbors who witnessed the 
assault beat Simonson abeut the head and 
face, and to avoid further punishment 
he ran off toward Seventh-avenue. He was chased 
by an exeited crowd, who were desirous of wreak- 
jug vengeance upon him, and he only eseaped by 

umping on a **bobtail” car. Capt. Killalea has 

een searehing for him ever since, and believes that 
Simonson is keeping out of the way to evade ar- 
rest. Mrs. Simonson does not believe this side of 
the story, and is naturally in great distress at her

WINS THE MONMOUTH CUP. 

The first Summer meeting of the Monmouth 
Park Association was brought to a close yester- 
day with a fine programme, which furnished ex- 
cellent racing and a great amount of enthusiasm. 
The weather was showery, but it did not dampen 
the ardor of those who admire turf sports, and the 
crowd was as large as On the preceeding days. 
The track was somewhat slow, but the time made 
in some of the races was remarkably good. It was 
especially soin the rave for the Monmouth Cup, 
which, although having but two starters, was the 
sensational race of the day and caused the en- 
thusiasm of the crowd to cverflow in an abundance 
of cheers and huzzas. It was certainly a great 
race, and, while Monitor won the laurels, Eole was 
not disgraced, and the probability is that when the 
two gteat horses meet again the tables will be 
turned, for many people were of the opinion that 
Don’ bue did not get allthe work possible out of 
Eole, who requires to be hardly ridden from te- 
ginning toend. It wasaday of surprises for the 
knowing ones, for only one favorite was success- 
ful, and he was in the steeple-chase. In the 
mile and a quarter, which opened the 


sport, the campaigner Keno was _ victor. 
Then Panique, the half brother to Iroquois. won 
his maiden race in the three-quarter dash for 2-year 
olds, while Mr. Withers’s buckstone upset all cal- 
culations by galloping home in front of a large 
tield and paying a big dividend to the fortunate 
holders of mutual tickets. Monitor's vietory in 
the coup came next, and then Navarro, who was 
ignonimoudly beaten in the first race, won the so- 
called gentlemen's race with the Hibernian Cap- 
tain Holmes in the saddle. A selling race of seven 
furlongs followed, and was won by Chickadee, and 
Jim McGowan, from Brighton Beach, captured the 
steeple-chase. The starting was poor in some of 
the races, and it will continue to be so while Plung- 
er Walton’s methods are tolerated. The hope 
of a rich reward produces insubordination among 
the youn sochere. who continually break away in 
front an isobey the starter. They have no fear 
of suspension while a large sum of money is dan- 
galing before their eyes. The Plunger was very 
busy all day, and was happy and disconsoltate by 
turns as his fortunes varied. He backed Keno and 
won, then lost on Chanticleer, got a poor return on 
the third race, presented the book-makers with 
$0,000 in the cup, recouped on Navarro, and squared 
himself on Chickadee. The mutuals paid very good 
dividends. In the first race the winning tickets 
were worth $15 20, in the second $40 85, In the 
third $85 40, in the fourth $19 30, in the fifth $14 55, 
in the sixth $25 80, and in the seventh $8 95. The 
details follow:

Going along the backstretch Gonfalon and Keno 
kept racing together, and when they bad reaehed 
the half-mile pole Keno showed his head in front 
of Gonfalon, who wasalength before Navarro, 
who was lapped by Northland, while Volusia was 
four lengths behind and already beaten. Coming 
round the lower turn Navarro and Northland were 
beaten, and the race lay between Gonfalon and 
Keno, the former having a head the best of it at 
the three-quarter pole. The hot contest between 
them éontinued all the way up the homestretch, 
with Gonfalon under the whip, and finally Keno 
won by half a head, with Gonfalon second. Ten 
lengths off was Northland, followed by Volusia and 
Navafro, both pulled up. The time was 2:18, 


THE THREE-QUARTERS, 
The second race was aspin of three-quarters of 
a mile for 2-year olds for a purse of $500, with pen- 
alties and allowanees.

DETECTIVE WORK REWARDAD. 

THER MYSTERY OF A BURGLAKY COMMITTED 
' LAST DECEMBER UNRAVELED, 

After seven months of search, Detective Ser- 
geants Heidelberg and Dolan, of Inspector Byrnes’s 
command, have suceceded in clearing the mystery 
surrounding the robbery of a safe in Holtz & 
Koennecko's restaurant, at No, 849 Broadway, 
which occurred in December last. On the morn 
ing of Sunday, Deo. 81, {t was disoovered that dur+ 
ing the night expert burglars had visited the res- 
taurant, burst open the safe in the private office, 
and st len $500 in money.

When he arrived on the morning in ques- 
tion he found the front doors of the place secured, 
and the gas-lights were burning as usual, but when 
he entered the office he discovered the safe 
lying on is side with the door burst off. 
The cash drawer had been emptied of 
$500, and the pepers which had been in 
the safe were scattered over the floor. 
Some boxes of fine cigars belonging to Ed Regens- 
burger, who keeps the cigar counter in the res- 
taurant, had also been carried off. It was tben 
diseovered that the burglars had effected an en- 
trance to the promos above the restaurant, which 
are occupied by a firm of umbrella ‘makers, where 
they had selected and packed up $2,000 worth of 
silk preparatory to removal, but which they had 
left bebind in their flieht. 

When the matter was investigated by Inspector 
Byrnes he was satisfied thatsome person in the 
employ of the firm had been in collusion with the 
burglars, as the doors had been opened with dupii- 
cate keys and loeked again 'y the burglars after 
their flight. Detectives Heiaelberg and Dolan 
were directed to “shadow” the employes in the 
place who carriéd tne keys of the store, and their 
suspicions were directed to Jacob Vix. a young 
man employed in the restaurant as book- 
keeper and cashier. He had worked for 
the firm for eight years and his em- 
ployers placed the utmost eonfidence in 
bim. The detectives discovered that Vix 
was in the habit of visiting Billy MoGlory’s dance- 
house, Matt Grace’s saloou in the Bowery, The 
Allen's in Bleecker-street, and resorts of like 
nature, and that his friends and constant compan- 
ions were * Red” Farrell and “‘ Hen” Robinson, 
two expert and bold burglars. Vix's movements 
were closely watched, and it was ascertained that 
he lived with “ Red” Farrell's mother and sister in 
Mott-street, and occasionally slep: at his mother's 
house in Jersey City Heights. While the detectivos 
were patiently working the many clues to the 
burglary “ Red” Farrell came to grief. He was 
arrested three months ago by Detective William 
Adams for stealing a roll of cloth from a truck on 
Broadway, and was sent to Sing Sing Prison for 
three years and six morths. He had previously 
been imprisoned in New-Jersey and the Kings 
County Penitentiary. Robinson also fell into the 
hands of the police, and is now in Sing Sing. 
Convinced that Vix was concerned in the 
robbery of the safe with Farrell, Inspector 
Byrnes sent Heidelberg to Sing Sing to bave an in- 
terview with the latter. Hoe gave Farrell the im- 
pression that Vix bad been arrested, and had made 
a full confession of the crime. This had the de- 
sired effect, and Farreil thereupon told Heidelberg 
tbat Vix had furnished him with the keys of the 
restaurant, from which he took an impression and 
made a duplicate,.and after the burglary he had 
given Vix $122 as his share of the proceeds. On this 
information Vix was arrested at his desk on 
Wednesday and bronght to Poliee Head-quarters, 
At first he refused to make any statement with 
reference to the safe robbery, but when he was in- 
formed that *‘ Red” Farrell had told of his particl- 
pation in the crime he made a full confession in the 
presence of Mr. Holtz. He said that eight or nine 
months ago he made the acquaintance of “* Red” 
Farrell and others of that stripe, and they had 
talked with him for many nights about robbing the 
eafe in the restaurant where they knew that he 
was employed. He finally consented to permit the 
robbery, and one night while at Billy McGlory’'s 
Farrell took the keys of the restaurant from his 
pocket. He admitted having reecived his share of 
the proceeds. 

Vix was arraigned yesterday before Justice 
Smith at the Tombs Police Court and remanded 
until to-day for examination.

A LUMBER FIRM SUSPENDS. 

Sloat, Bussell & Co., lumber manufacturers 
at No. 116 Wall-street and at Savannah and Stock-

All the pans and utensils needed for a comfort- 
able tent outfit can be bought for §4 or $5— 
about the price of a day’s board in one of the 
hotels. ‘This, of course, does not include the 
tent or bedding, which cannot well be bought 
here, and must be taken elong. ‘ihe 
hilly surface of the country iasures plen- 
ty of dry and healthy places for pitch- 
ing the tent; the lake water is clear 
and cool enough to drink, and there is every 
facility that any camper-out could ask for. 
Just back of Caldwell is a young mountain 
known as Mount Ferguson, nearly 2,000 feet 
high, which has recently been bought by a 
Glen’s Falis physician. On the summit isa little 
hotel which looks like a very small dot when 
seen from the lake, but which is said to bea 
good-sized house, with a number of boarders 
already in it. People who have made the 
ascent, ever a very tolerable road, say it is 
phous 24 miles up there, and a mile and a half 

ack, 

The first island of any size north of Cald- 
well is called Diamond island, on account of 
the crystal stones that were formerly found 
on its beach. This island was the secene of a 
tragic occurrence several years ago, A young 
canoeist from New-York was dling up 
the lake when he was caught in a sudden 
squall and upset. He could not swim, but 
his canoe had air-tight compartments and 
floated. He tried to climb in again, but 
couldn't do it, and at last started to ‘'swim” 
the canoe to Diamond Island, the nearest 
shore, Finding it hard work he managed to 
kick off what few clothes he had on, and 
reached the island in an Adam and Eve cos- 
tume, only to find himself in the midst of a 
young ladies’ picnic party. Next above Dia- 
mond Island are {the Canoe Islands, where 
the canoe men have built a very com- 
fortable log cabin. There are always 
a number of campers on these islands 
in the Summertime, and it would 
be difficult to find a more pleasant place for 
such a purpose. On the east shore, about 
midway between Diamond Island and the 
head of the lake, stands one of the first cot- 
tages built on the shores of Lake George, con- 
spicuous for its bright red roof. This is the 
Summer residence of Mr, N. H. Bishop, a very 
enthusiastic canoeist, who thinks nothing of 
making a trip down the Mississippi to New- 
Orleans, and who, if he is not previously 
drowned, may some time cross the Atlantic in 
hig little ship. A short distance north of Mr. 
Bishop's cottage, on the same side, near Plum 
Point, is a large building known as ‘St. 
Mary’s of the Lake,” which is used as a Sur- 
mer home by the Paulist Fathers. A charm- 
ing place it is, high and cool, and well 
shut off from all the ills and cares of life. 
There are said to be 365 islands in the lake, 
and just above Plum Point is Long Island, the 
largest of them all. The lake steamers here 
turn into a t bay and land at the dock of 
the Kattskill House, one of the most pleasantly 
situated places on the lake. It is immediately 
at the foot of a high mountain, from the sum- 
mit of which there is a fine view of the coun- 
try. There is good bathing here, and it gives 
a peculiar sensation to go to the top of the 
mountain and see nothing but mile after mile 
of mountain wilderness, so close to the heart 
of civilization in the Empire State. Across 
the lake from Kattskill House is the Marion 
House, another very pretty place, only two 
years old. Indeed, hardly any of these places 
down the lake are old enough to be out of their 
long clothes yet. They have sprung up like 
mushrooms, and there seems to be business 
enough for them all—business that is increas- 
ing every year, as the pare learn of the at- 
tractions of the fegion and facilities for reach- 
ing here are improved. ‘ 

olton is 10 miles ‘* down’”’ the lake, or north- 
ward, froin Caldwell. Near it, in the centre 
of the lake, is Dome Island, that looks very 
much like the bottom of an inverted kettle. 
Here are several hotels—the Bolton House, 
with accommodations for 125 guests, and the 
Lake View House. Bolton is next in size to 
Caldwell, and there is great competition be- 
tween the two for the lion’s share of the Sum- 
mer business that keeps all this region in 
bread and butter and Spring bonnets. They 
are both pretty places, and a visitor can 
be comfortable ineither of them. But, formy 
e I prefer some of the smaller isolated 
otels on the lake shore, about midway be- 
tween Caldwell and the footof the lake, I 
have never seen hotels any where that present 
amore attractive appearance. The steamer’s 
next stop is at Green Island, on which stands 
the now Maananene Hotel. The island contains 
about 70 acres, and is connected with the shore 
by a rustic bridge, The hotel is built on high 
Jand, from which there is a fine view of the 
lake as far south almost as Caldwell. The hotel 
was built last Fall and Winter by several 
Philadelphians who have fallen in , on with 
Lake George, It has accommodations for 
800 guests, and has electric lights and all 
those mysterious things we call “‘the mod- 
ern conveniences,”” A short distance below 
Green Island is Flea Island—a place 
whose name gives such an insight into its at- 
tractions that it needs no further description, 
Near this, on the shore of the lake, is Pear- 
Point, where stands another hand3ome hotel. 
‘Then there are the Hundred Island House, the 
Sherman House, at French Point, and a score 
ofothers. This brings us to Half-way Island, 
which is only half-way between Caldwell and 
Baldwin, and all these resorts are on the 
soutbern half of the lake. On the northern 
part there are nearly as many more. So, it 
will readily be seen, there if no lack of hotwl ac- 
commodations in the Lake George region. At 
Baldwin there is asmall railroad running from 
the steam-boat landing to Ticonderoga, on 
Lake Champlain, The ruins of old Fort Ti- 
conderoga are here, but the traveler who 
makes the short trip ts usually busy looking 
after the ruins of his ket-book, for the fare 
on the little railroad is something like 20 cents 
a mile, 

Lake George has come to be a prominent 
point on the maps of Summer tourists who are 
not satisfied to settle at any one place, but 
keep continually:on the wing. The railroad 
and steam-boat arrangements are such that 
visitors continue their journey, if they desire, 
while enjoying the beauties of the lake. The 
favorite route from New-York to Saratoga,

ALL LLVE’S COMFORTS IN NATURE'S 

WILDERNESS. 

HOW THE HAND OF MAN HAS ADDED TO THE 
PLEASURE OF SUMMER REST AT THIS 
RESORT AND BROUGHT IT NEAR HOME, 

Laxe Georcn, July 11.--For anybody 
who wants a cool ana quiet time, with good 
fare, and fishing, hunting, shady walks, pleas- 
ent drives, and boating, ad libitum, Lake ' 
George is the place. There is no place just | 
like it in this country, and it is still one of the 
most delightful Summer resorts in America, 
thongh railroad companies and hotel men 
have done their utmost to spoil it. I cannot 
help envying the fortunate person who came 
here a hundred years ago, when the French 
settlers called the lake 8t. Sacrament, when 
there was nota hotel, hardly a house, within 
50 miles of it; when no steam-boat scared the 
fish out of their scales, and when the moun- 
tains that bathe their feet in the water were 
full of game. In those times Lake George 
must have been a little paradise, J know of | 
no American water so deep and clear, no 
woods so thick and green, no mountains, in 
this - part of the world, so wildly picturesque. 
The mountains here look different from all 
other mountains. They are not so very high, 
but you see them in tiers—one range after the 
other, each higher than the last. They call 
them the foot-hills of the Adirondacks, and 
they grow higher and higher as they go north- 
ward, I suppose, till they make the waist-bills, 
and at last the head-hills. 

After nature has mace a place after her best 
models the Summer-resort man comes along 
and “improves” it. That is what has bap- 
pened to Lake George; and herethe modern 
improvements seem like sacrilege. There is a 
wildness about this region that immediately 

es one want to live in a tent, with dogs 
or companions and a rifle anda fishing-rod 
or amusement. When Lake George was 
reached by a picturesque stage ride trom 

Glen's Falls, that seemed pte enough. 

The stages were after the old-fashioned kind, 

bung on leather straps. The drivers were sun- 

browned and whisky-tanned old fellows, who 
knew every house on the road and never re- | 
fused a drink. Country boysand girls ran 
out to the roadside as the stage approached 
and tossed pond-lilies up to the outside passen- 
in exchange for nickels.

The boat is 
hardly ever on time, and in most places this 
would be an objection to making connections, 
but bere it is not, because the railroad is never 
on time either, They are a good pair, and 
they might draw out of the entire tourist pack 
of country without making three of a kind. 
Itis bad policy to say anything ubkind this 
hot weather and wearing on the constitution, 
bot when a railroad shakes you, jolts -you, 
covers you with dirt, and keeps you unneces- 
sarily baif a day in acar that would make an 
eaasalthy chicken-coop, what are you going 
bo do? 

The railroad is not the only change at Lake 
George. There are some new hotels and doz- 
ens, scores, 1t would almost be safe to say hun- 
dreds, of new cottages.

MR. HILL'S CONTRAOTS FOR STEAM- 
HEATING APPARATUS 

POSITIVE DENIALS BY MR. HAYWARD AND 

OTHERS OF THE CHARGES OF, IRREGU- 


LARITIES. 

Wasuinaton, July 12.—Mr. Hayward, of 
the firm of Bartlett, Hayward & Co., waa the first 
witness before the Hill Investigating Committee 
to-day. He said the firm had been in existence for 
40 yeurs; did a business of $700,000 or $800,000 per 
anpum, and employed nearly 1,000 men. They 
manufactured all of their goods from erude 
material, and thus bad ea great advantage over 
other firms. It wes their practice to superintend 
their own work wherever they were held re- 
sponsible for its quality. One of their employes, 
Charles P. Newton, had formerly been inspector 
of materials of heating apparatus at the Chicago 
Custom-house. The firm had prepared plans 
for heating apparatus tor a number of large public 
buildings. This work required abilities that were 
not possessed by the ayerage architect and 
draughtsman. The plans for heating apparatus 
for the St. Louls Post Office Building had been pre- 
pared by the firm under orders from the Supervis- 
ing Architect, His firm put in bids on three of the 
buildings for which they had prepared plans, and 


were successful in two instanees—the Chicago and 
St. Louis buildings—bevause their bids were much 
lower than any others, The witness denied that 
there had been any corruption between Mr. Hill 
and the firm of Bartlett, Hayward & Oo. He also 
said that it was not true the firm had received any 
undue and unfair information to aid them in ob- 
taining contracts.

Mr. Coleman then cross-examined Mr. Hayward. 
The witness said that his firm had always been the 
lowest responsible bidders. Mr. Coleman nroduced 
the contract for putting in the heating apparatus 
for the Buregu of Engraving and Printing, in Wash- 
ington. The witness said he believed that their bid 
was the only one that complied with the spevifica- 
tions; was not the lowest bidder for the Charleston 
(West Va.) building, but believed they were for 
the building at Dover, Del.; was not the lowest pid- 
der for the gross work upon the Bureau of Engray- 
ing and Printing. ‘The Utica building was the only 
instance within his recollection where his firm had 
been the only bidder. There was no advertise- 
ment published inviting propaesie for maging the 
plans forthe Chicago and St. Louis tuildings, nor 
was any other parson offered the job to his knowl- 
edge; bad no patterns for any work except pipes 
required uader those specifications. New designs 
were required for every building; exercised only a 
general superintencence over the execution of the 
work. It was understood that he was not directly 
to superintend the work, but was to be available 
for eonsultation when required; had received con- 
tracts from private persons when they had been 
told that their bid was not the lowest. The Balti-

NORTHERN PACIFIC LANDS. 
SECRETARY TELLER’S VIEWS ON THE IN- 
DEMNITY QUESTION. 

WasHiInGTon, July 12.—The Secretary of 
the Interior has written the following explanatory 
letter to the Commissioner of the General Land 


Office: 
WASHINGTON, July 11, 1883. 
Commissioner of the Generni Land Ofice: 
1m: I call your attention to my letters of May 17 
and 28 last, relating to the Northern Pacific land 
grant and particuiarly the indemnity part of said 
rant. In those letters I indicated that the indemnity 
ands should not be closed to settlement any longer 
than was necessary to enable the company to make 
selection of lanas in liev of those lost within the 
ranted limits. All lends lying within both 
mits in the States af Wisconsin and Minnesota 
are now surveyed, and I see no reason why the 
company sbould not at once complete its 
selections within those States. I therefore direct you 
to give immediate notice to said company that all 
selections must be made in those States within three 
months from the time you shall give such notice; 
and that at the end of that time ali orders of with- 
drawals heretofore made of ingemnity lands within 
those States, whether lying within the first or second 
indemnity limits, willfoefrevoked and set aside, and 
all such lands will be Festored to the public domain 
and opened to settlement under the laws relating to 
public lands. 

Under the authority conferred and in discharge of 
the duty imposed upon me by the act, which provides 
that the sections shall be mate under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Interior, I deem {It 
best to indicate at the outset what, in my opinion, 
the practice should be in relation to_ selections. 
The amount of lands lost within each of the States 
should be made up by selections within such State, 
without regard to quality, if there be sufficient within 
the indemnity limits for that purpose. | do not think 
it was the intention of the granting act. nor do I deem 
it Just or equitable to the Government or to the set- 
tlers, to permit the company to cull the iands within 
such limites, leaving portions unselected because they 
are poor, and then selecting other lan’\s, further ae 
the line, in place of lands lost within the grante 
limits in those States. 1 am aware that at the exvira- 
tion of the time herein fixed for a completion of 
selections there will remain undetermined a large 
bumber of contests involving lands in the granted 
and indemnity limits, and that new contests 
will arise growing out of selections and otherwise, 
and that by reason of such contests the compeny wil 
not be able to complete its selections within such 
time as to lands which it shall lose in these contests. 
As these contests are from time to time determined, 
the company shall have an equal richt(but not a 
preference ht) with the settlers to select lands 
within the indemnity limite in those States, although 
the orders of withdrawal shall at that time have been 
revoked. And for lands lost in such contests not 
made up by relections in that way, the cormpany 
should be allowed to make selections elsewhere with- 
in indemnity limits upon the line of sald road. I have 
thus referred to such matters as I deem it important 
now to be considered. Necessarily, many questions 
must be reserved until the fnal adjustment of the 

rant, What is herein said wili apply to the State of 
Visconsin only so far as said road fs built within that 
State and the grant earned.

Judge Alexander Rives, of the United States 
District Court for the Western District of Virginia, 
has written the following letter to the editor of 
the Staunton Valley Virginian, whois the Postmas- 
ter of Staunton:

FAILURE OF A RUSSIAN COLONY.

When the Russian refugees came here two 
years ago the Hebrews of this city were for a time 
at a loss what disposition to make of them. They 
were a source of no little trouble to the ladies and 
gentlemen who were disposed to aid them. Situa- 
tions were finally procured for many of them, and 
they became self-supporting. A fow returned to 
their native land. Fora number of the refugees it 
was found impossible to procure permanent em- 
ployment, and some of the gentlemen of the Rus- 


sian Aid Committee saw a bright future for the 
refugees by forming a Russian colony, where the 
refugees could work as one common brotherhood, 
and through energy and perseverance they in the 
course of time, it was thought, could become inde- 
pendent farmers. The refugees were enthusiastic 
over the new planand were willing to colonize. 
Two colonies were formed. Onesettied In Charles 
County, Md., and the otherin Middlesex County, 
Va. The latter colony is still in existence, but of 
the Charies County colony not a vestige can be 
found. The colonists, after attempting for over a 
year to till the soil, found that it was unprodno- 
tive, and they were convinced that colonization 
there was a failure. They decided to emigrate, 
which they did en masse. Last week the colonista, 
about 50 in number, including the ehildren, re- 
turned to Baltimore, afteran absence from this 
city of about a year anda half. The whole colony 
is now engaged learning cigar-making. There 
seems to besome anxiety felt for tha Middlesex 
colony alsoin certain quarters, although the Vir- 
ginia eolonists have great advantages over the late 
Charles County colonists, and their prospects for 
guccess are very encouraging.

MILLING BUSINESS DULL. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 12.—The North- 
western Miller, in its issue to-morrow, will say: 
“Extreme dullness and inactivity continue to 
characterize the milling business, the present week 
being even a little more off than usual. The pro- 
duction of flour by the mills in this city will be 
comparatively light, but fully large enough to sult 
the views of our millers. On Tuesday there were 
12 mills in operation, the production averaging 
about 10,000 barrels per day, against 7,500 barrels 
last week. The latter low figure resulted from the 
week containing a holiday. The flour markets are 
less favorable than a week ago, there being com- 
paratively no inquiry from abroad.

To yl Sheriff of Montgomery County, yoo ida, 
Ark. : 


Sir: 1 see from @ paper published at Hot Springs, 
and learn through a letter from a citizen in the 
locality, that the desperadoes, Jack Daniel, Daniel 
and Rial Blocher, charged with the assassination of 
William Patton, are still at large in the locality of 
the county, near the corners of Garland, Montgom- 
ery, and Yell Counties, and I am called upon te 
order out the militia. I see no ae for 
calling out the militia. The Sheriff bas full 
power to summon all the citizens of the 
county to his assistance if necessary to effect 
the arrest of such parties, and I hope ia tais 
instance that you will not hesitate to do soif you 
think it necossary. Take men from your county 
seat— take them from any part of the county—but 
arrest them atall hazards. Take asnfficient num- 
ber of men to drive the woods, if you cannot find 
them otherwise, and if you have reasonable 
grounds to believe that any parties are harboring 
them or aiding them, arrest such parties also.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, local rains, partly 
cloudy weather, southerly winds, becoming va- 
riable, falling, followed by rising, barometer, 
and cooler weather. 


Senator Rois withdrew yesterday from 
the contest for re-election, although his 
proposition to his leading opponents to re- 
jire with him had been treated with silent 
scorn. Mr. Rouurs professed to act from 
devotion to party, although he claimed that 
he was entitled to an election at its 
bands because he succeeded in getting 
es caucus nomination from a minority 
of the Republican members of the Legis- 
lature. The devotion is evidently not mu- 
tual. There are 206 Republicans in the 
New-Hampshire Legislature, while 168 is a 
majority of the whole body. This is a very 
fair margin. Only 130 took partin the cau- 
cus, and of these only 98 voted for RoLiins 
as the candidate. His vote on the first ballot 
fin the Legislature was 127, and it has been 
‘dwindling ever since, until yesterday it was 
only 93. The Rollins strength seems to 
have been transferred in part to Secretary 
CHANDLER, whose attention to his dying 
mother has been sadly divided, but the anti- 
raucus men are apparently as bitterly op- 
posed to CHANDLER as to Rois, and dis- 
cretion ought to suggest to him that it isa 
bad time to invite a contest at Concord. It 
may be no better two years hence, but there 
will at all events be very little prestige in a

While the decision recently made by Com- 
missioner Evans, requiring dealers in com- 
pounds of rye whisky and rock candy, com- 
monly known as “‘rock and rye,”’ to take 
out licenses as wholesale or retail dealers in 
liquors may bea just one, it threatens to 
be a costly exercise of the Commission- 
er’s authority. For many years com- 
pounds of ‘“‘rock and rye’’ have 
been taxed as proprietary medicines 
were taxed, by means of stamps affixed to 
each bottle. The stamp tax has been re- 
pealed. The dealers assert that if ‘‘ rock 
and rye” isa beverage now it has been a 
beverage in the past, and that if it requires 
an annual license tax now the stamp tax, 
which was much heavier, was improperly 
imposed and collected. It is reported that 
they will, therefore, under the Commission- 
er’s decision, ask the Government to refund 
bo them the difference between the amount 
heretofore collected by stamp tax and the 
smount that would have been collected by 
an annual license tax. A little difficulty of 
this kind will not, however, stay the hand of

In response to an urgent appeal from the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
Congress appropriated $100,000 last Winter 
to be expended in protecting the public 
lands from fraudulent entry, and gave half 
of this sum te the Commissioner for imme- 
diate use. Reporte recently received from 
special agents prove that the appropriation 
was wisely made. By means of these agents 
the Government has already recovered 
56,000 acres, valued at $125,000, from 
the thieves.

i Nothing could be better adapted to centre 
the attention of Europe on the performances 
of France in Madagascar than the studied 
moderation and the studied gravity of the 
language in which Mr. GLapsTone referred 
to those performances on Tuesday. ‘‘ We 
must also await those communications from 
the French Government which the case 
may require, which we have intimated 
that we expect, and which it would 
be our duty to make under similar circum- 
stances.”” These words will be recognized 
everywhere as ‘‘ meaning business,’’ and the 
course of the French Government will be 
awaited with intense interest. It has al- 
ready been pointed out that the grossness 
of the French Admiral’s conduct at Tama- 
tave will make it comparatively easy, as 
it is clearly urgent, for his Government 
to disavow his action. But this very 
grossness renders it unlikely that a man of 
discretion enough to be trusted with a com- 
mand in which diplomatic qualities are as 
much required as military would have ven- 
tured upon it without some assurance that 
he would not suffer by it. If the Admiral is 
disavowed his action will remain entirely in- 
explicable. 1f France refuses to disavow it, 
then she will at least furnish a key to the 
eccentric foreign policy which 1s the chief 
enigma of contemporary politics. 


Senator VoorHEzs, who dearly loves to 
hear himself ‘‘converse,’’ has got into a 
little difficulty with ex-Gov. Henpricks. 
Being in Washington last month, the Indi- 
ana Senator told a reporter, among other 
things, that Mr. Henpricks was not a can- 
didate for the nomination of President or 
Vice-President, and that he (Voor#EEs) 
knew what he was talking about. Subse- 
quently, Mr. Henpricks, being caught 
‘‘on the fiy,”” as it were, in Omaha, 
said that Senator Voorners had no au- 
thority to make the statement which 
he did. To this Senator VooruEgEs, with 
some acridity, replies that he did not make 
the aforementioned statement on the author- 
ity of ex-Gov. Henpricks, but upon his 
own authority; and he adds that he knows 
that ex-Gov. Hrenpricks is not a candidate 
for a nomination on the national ticket, be- 
cause he (Henpricks) has told him (Voor- 
HEES) that he was not. It will now be in 
order for ex-Gov. Henpricks to say that 
Senator Vooru#ess trifles with the truth. 


A TILDEN INTERVIEW. 


A correspondent of Tue Times has had 
an interview with ‘‘an old and intimate 
friend”’ of Mr. TrLpEn, and we give the re- 
sult. The ‘‘friend’’ occupies a position in 
Mr. T1upen’s circle so confidential and so 
close that the statements made by him, ex- 
cept the few specifically excepted, may be 
taken as substantially those of Mr. TrLpEN 
himself. From them it appears that Mr. 
TILDEN would accept with fervor a renomi- 
nation of the ‘‘old ticket;”’ that a num- 
of whose movements 
he is constantly informed, are engaged 
in an effort to secure that nomina- 
tion, and that their effort is meeting with a 
certain degree of success. This much may 
be regarded as settled. If any of Mr. Ti1- 
DEN’s rivals deny it, or if any of his friends 
may see fit to deny it, he himself will not. The 
time has come when further concealment 
cannot be any longer necessary or desirable 
tohim. The country may be satisfied that 
Mr. TrupENn is so far a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination that he will take 
it if offered; that his intimate friends are 
working for it, and that, for reasons which 
are explained in the interview, he wishes it. 

Mr. T1LpEN would like to be nominated 
without a platform. That is natural. He 
had such bad luck with the platform in 1876 
—an amazing compound of sophistry, false- 
hood, and impudence—that we should not 
blame him if he wished to seek an election 
next year in a balloon rather than to trust to 
any structure that a Democratic Convention 
could now get up. He recognizes that the 
conflict of alleged principles professed by 
various sections of the party at present 
is such as to make silence the only 
safe refuge. He thinks he recognizes also 
a like conflict as to men, and believes that 
the only way to avoid disaster is to fix upon 
himself and Mr. Henpricks. It is reason- 
ing in acircle: The party must perish if 
divided; it will cease to be divided by 
agreeing upon TILDEN and HENDRICKS; 
hence the “‘ old ticket’’ is its only salvation. 
But if Mr. Trrpen is satisfied with such 
logic no one else is required to pick flaws in 
it. He is more deeply interested than any 
one else, except Mr. HENDRICKS. 

As to his physical capacity to stand the 

strain of a canvass, and, if elected, of the 
Presidency, Mr. T1LDEN meets that in char- 
acteristic fashion. He does not propose that 
there shall be any strain. As tothe canvass, 
it is to run itself. The Sage will watch with 
mild curiosity the spontaneous movement of 
the Nation to vindicate itself by mak- 
ing him President. It is a charming 
picture he has drawn in his mind’s eye. 
He will be the Cincinnatus of Grey- 
stone, and await afar off the summons 
of the people. He will have a private 
wire to transmit it to his philosophic ear, all 
the same, and the opponent who leaves out 
of the account his genius for political im- 
pulsion will make a big mistake. As for the 
Presidency, Mr. Trupen regards it as an 
affair of the telegraph and the telephone. 
He perceives that ‘“‘the merchant can sell 
and get returns in the markets of the world’’ 
without visiting them, and he thinks ‘‘the 
President can make his appointments at Wash- 
ington from any point’’ in the same way— 
which is atelling and significant comparison. 
It will alarm some of his Democratic friends 
to know that this idea of the Presidential 
function was planted in Mr. TrupEN’s mind 
by the success of Gen. Granvt’s “ Capital 
by the Sea.”” But he thinks, what is prob- 
ably true, that to the Democratic mind that 
which was a sort of treasonin Grant will be 
an evidence of superior wisdom in him. At 
any rate, a nation which is going to rise as 
one man and clamor for Mr, Tripen will 
have to accept his own way of administering 
his trust. If the Nation does not rise, then 
the matter will cease to be important. 

Mr. Tripen is not alarmed about Jonny 
Keuty. On the contrary, he sees in him a 
valued ally, who has been forced by circum- 
stances up to the present time to take the 
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part of ‘‘His Majesty's Opposition,” but 
who will see things in a very different light 
when asked to join the Ministry, as he dis- 
tinctly intimates that he will be, In the ex- 
‘planation Which Mr. Trupey makes to him- 
‘self of the genesis of ‘Kerr's opposition to 
him we regret to notice that he fails 
to justify his own estimate of the vigor 
of his mind. His imagination is 
still lively, but his memory has 
played him a trick. The course of Tue 
Times toward Judge Beprorp and toward 
Mr. TiLDEN had no such origin as he fan- 
cies he recollects. Each was treated exactly 
like the other, according to what appeared to 
be his deserts, and if Mr. T1LpeN was very 
roughly handled, it was not to shield any 
one ¢lse, but because his long and intimate 
previous connection with the Tweed “‘ oli- 
garchy’’ made such treatment at once neces- 
sary and just. And we must add that Mr. 
TILDEN’s memory is again at fault when 
he thinks that Mr. Dorman B. Eaton 
was ‘‘sand-clubbed’’ because he was an 
‘ancillary satellite’? of Mr. Titpzn. That 
outrage was invited by the merciless expo- 
sure which Mr. Eaton, in connection with 
Tue Times, made of the villainy of James 
Fisk, Jr., and Jay Gouup in the robbery of 
the Erie Railway. In the history of this 
sort of worl done by Tae Times these are 
unimportant incidents) We mention them 
because they betray a mental weakness which 
& person of Mr. Titpen’s claims to super- 
natural sagacity ought not to manifest. 


PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLI- 
CANS. 

The Republicans. of Pennsylvania are 
once more united, and there is a fair pros- 
pect that they will work together in the 
canvass of the present year. While the 
representative principle was not carried out 
to perfection in the constitution of the recent 
convention, the character and conduct of the 
convention were, on the whole, a triumph 
of the cause for which the independent 
members of the party have been contending 
for two years. They never revolted from 
the principles of the party and did not try 
to found a new party. They were not in 
any strict sense of theterm a faction. They 
were not striving for offices, and did not ex- 
pect last year, when they nominated an 
independent ticket, to elect their can- 
didates. They were contending for the 
right of the voters of the party, through 
delegates freely chosen by themselves, to 
name the candidates to whom their suf- 
frages were to be given, and were striving 
to throw off the dictation of the ‘* bosses’’ 
who arrogated to themselves the right to 
select those candidates. In this work they 
were successful, as the action of the con- 
vention of Wednesday shows. 

It is true that a majority of the delegates 
had been all along adherents of the regular 
organization, which was natural enough, 
for the result of the last election showed 
that a majority of Republican voters stil] 
adhered to it, but they had for the most 
part been fairly chosen, without dictation 
from committees or representatives of 
any ‘‘boss.”” Several of the old lead- 
ers were prominent in the conven- 
tion, but they did not work together 
in behalf cf any ‘“‘slated’’ ticket nor 
did they try to control by any illegitimate 
means the action of the delegates, which 
shows that they had taken to heart the les- 
son of last year. It may be that they were 
personally unconverted, and that they made 
concessions for the sake of harmony in the 
hope of retaining a controlling influence here- 
after. That does not impair the value of 
the lesson. It only shows how power- 
ful a resolute minority may make itself ina 
party when it hasa principle at its back. 
It demonstrates the value of independence 
within the party. Nothing but vigilance 
and a continuance of the same spirit of in- 
dependence is necessary to keep these lead- 
ers on the good beaavior to which they have 
been brought. Their personal motives and 
wishes are of small account compared to the 
practical conduct of the party organization. 

The platform of the convention was not a 
wise one, but itis not likely to injure the 
party materialiy in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. Its members there generally sustain 
the policy of protection, believing it to be 
tor the interest of the State. As for the 
folly about the distribution of the surplus, 
it will excite some discussion, but it is not 
likely to become a practical question; and 
as the State of Pennsylvania does not direct 
the financial policy of the Government and 
the Republicans of Pennsylvania do not 
formulate the principles for the party in the 
Nation, it can hardly be made an issue. 
The State canvass will not be conducted on 
this platform. The candidates being satis- 
factory, Republican voters will unite in their 
support on their general faith in the princi- 
ples of the party regardless of the crude 
declarations of the Harrisburg Convention. 
These are not at present sufficiently practical 
in their purport to make it worth any one’s 
while to kick against them.

COLLUSION OR COUNTERFEITS? 


The Aldermanic committee adopted with- 
out a particle of evidence and against all 
probability the theory that the Carroll 
frauds were carried on by means of coun- 
terfeit coupons. They apparently adopted 
this theory from the start, for they found 
nothing to support it, because they were 
disposed to reject the theory of collusion 
among the clerks as less serviceable for the 
purpose they had in view. It had the merit 
in their minds of casting all the crime on a 
man who is dead and clearing from partici- 
pation in it the clerks who were discharged 
by the Controller. This gave the clerks, 
who have been trying to carry their griev- 
ance into court, and the Aldermen a com- 
mon cause against the Controller. 

Not a trace has been found by anybody 
of a counterfeit coupon or of the manufac- 
ture or use of anything of the kind. The 
process would be a very difficult one to 
carry on and to conceal, and nobody but the 
Aldermanic committee has found the least 
reason for believing it was resorted to. On 
the other hand pid but uncanled coupons 
were found in large numbers and there was 
nothing in the world to prevent them from 
being sold and redeemed a second time 
when they escaped cancellation. There was 
no need of the difficult method of counter- 
feiting if cancellation could be prevented, 
and there is plenty of evidence that in some 
way or other it was prevented. 

Was there collusion among the clerks ? 
Of this there is no positive evidence except 
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the existence of uncanceled coupons which 
others than Carno.i ought to have can- 
celed. The Aldermanic committee, how- 
ever, had less reason for rejecting this theory 
than for adopting that of counterfeiting: 
Collusion would explain the facts, counter- 
feiting would not. The committee thought 
it impossible for the same coupons to go 
through the process of payment twice in 
two days unless represented for purposes of 
cancellation by counterfeits, but collusion 
and the lack of cancellation would explain 
this. Besides, it bas been shown that cou- 
pons frequently go through the entire pro- 
cess of payment in a single day. Collusion 
remains to be proved, and it is possible that 
mere negligence gave CARROLL a chance to 
work his scheme alone, but there is not the 
least ground thus fur shown for the counter- 
feit theory. 


THE KHVANS INOUBUS. 


The people of the United States discov- 
ered some time ago what ‘‘ kind of a man” 
the new Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
is, but Mr. Evans has apparently been led 
to believe that they may forget the record 
which he made at the beginning of his term 
of office, and has therefore determined to 
prove beyond the possibility of a doubt by 
additional acts that he 1s utterly unfit for 
the place he holds. ‘‘ You have already 
seen,’’ he scems to say, ‘‘that I can exhibit 
with consummate ease a brazen disregard 
for honest public opinion and for the estab- 
lished principles of justice and decency in 
accordance with which the affairs of my 
office ought to be conducted. But you have 
not yet fully measured the possibilities of 
my peculiar character. You think that you 
are disgusted; in the course of time you 
will be sure of it if I can make you so.” 

Four days after he became Commissioner 
Mr.. Evans summarily removed Mr. Et- 
DRIDGE, one of the most efficient of the 
bureau’s special agents, and appointed in 
his place one Horton, whom Commissioner 
Rav had dismissed for cause. ELpringE 
had been hard at work in getting evidence 
for the Government in the Busch case, and 
was one of the Government’s most valuable 
witnesses. Horton had been at work for 
the defendants, and their counsel, Gov. 
ButTier, urged Mr. Evans to appoint him. 
After his appointment a Boston mer- 
chant, in a letter to the President, 
declared that Horton had been a bribe- 
taker, and this accusation was followed by 
others from other merchants. The charges 
were referred to Collector Snack, of Bos- 
ton, who made an investigation and for- 
warded areport. Mr. Evans pocketed the 
report and undertook to whitewash both 
Horton and himself by giving a statement 
to the press. The statement is one of the 
most lamentable failures of which we have 
knowledge. 

In this statement the Commissioner says: 
“Upon reading the report the Commissioner 
felt that it was due to the Administration 
and to himself that Mr. Horton should ten- 
der his resignation, not because he had been 
found guilty of any charges, nor because of 
the anonymous charges incorporated in the 
Collector’s report, but to relieve an evident 
embarrassment.’’ Therefore Mr. Evans 
asked Horton to resign. Horton did 
not promptly forward his resignation, and 
Mr. Evans again asked for it, feeling, 
as he says, “that it was better for all 
concerned, and that it was due to the Ad- 
ministration that the embarrassment should 
be relieved.’’ He also explains that the de- 
mand for Horton’s resignation was ‘‘ based 
simply upon a strong desire to be thoroughly 
just to all parties concerned, and at the same 
time to dispense with a series of vexatious 
and embarrassing investigations which were 
inevitable in the event of Mr. Horton’s re- 
tention in the service.”’ 

According to Mr. Evans, it was due to 
**the Administration,’’ which was embar- 
rassed by Horton, that an innocent man 
should be forced out of the service. And in 
several paragraphs of his statement he rings 
the changes on the deep and painful em- 
barrassment of the Administration, appar- 
ently with a‘ desire to muke the public 
believe that he had supplanted the Cabinet 
and become the President’s chief adviser, 
and with the expectation that the people 
would deeply sympathize with the Presi- 
dent because of his terrible . anxiety 
about this agent or clerk: employed by 
the day. 1f Horton is sbowr by 
the ° Collector’s report to be innocent, 
(and it should be said that our dispatches 
assert that the report really sustains the 
charges made by Mr. Carter, while Mr. 
Evans says that it does not sustain them,) 
then Mr. Evans has embarrassed the Ad- 
ministration by demanding his resignation 
or revoking his commission. The truth 
seems to be that Horton was shown to be 
guilty, and that Evans has in a stupid way 
tried to mislead the public and cover his 
own retreat. An examination of his state- 
ment reveals abundant evidence of stupidity 
and pomposity, and indications of moral 
obliquity. 

It is very plain that the Administration is 
embarrassed, but its embarrassment cannot 
be relieved by the departure of Horton. 
It is painfully embarrassed by the acts and 
proclamations of Evans. It will continue 
to be embarrassed so long as Evans shall 
hold the office of Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, and that embarrassment can be 
relieved only by Evans's resignation or his 
removal. 


SESSIONS'S TRIAL. 

The Rochester’ Union and the Buffalo Zz- 
press have been engaged in a small contro- 
versy whether it is the duty of the At- 
torney-General of the State, who is a Repub- 
lican, or of the District Attorney of Albany 
County, who is now a Democrat, to bring 
Mr. Loren B. Sesstons to trial for his at- 
tempt upon the legislative virtue of Mr. 
BRADLEY. This attempt was one of the 
darkest of the ‘‘forbidden and abhorrent 
forces’’ by which Mr. ConkLrnNe in his elo- 
quent way declared his supporters to have 
been ‘‘borne down’’—apparently meaning 
bought up. It is not much of a controver- 
sy, however, for the Union has produced a 
epecial statute making it the duty of the At- 
torney-General ‘‘ to attend in person”’ to the 
bringing to trial of persons indicted for brib- 
ing or attempting to bribe legislators. Sxs- 
sions is an experienced statesman, and when 
he was arraigned he took very high ground 
in public, demanding an immediate trial 
to vindicate his character, and made his ar- 
rangements for staying off the trial in strict 
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privacy. Asa matter of fact, the trial has 
nothing to do with his character. Nobody 
who knows anything about him will think a 
pin the worse of him for having tried to 
bribe Brapiey or a pin the better for not 
having tried to bribe Brapuzy. People 
might think worse of his intelligence in the 
former case, and a belief that he tried to 
bribe Brapiey and failed might diminish 
his employment and cloud his business 
prospects. He might have a libel suit, 
under the old form of per quod amisit, against 
people who charged him with incompetency, 
as shown by an unsuccessful attempt to 
bribe. But his character is in no danger 
whatever from the delay. What is in dan- 
ger is public justice, in which Sessrons is 
not at all interested, but of which the At- 
torney-General is the official champion. It 
is now given out that the trial is actually to 
be held in September, and it behooves Mr. 
Rosset, in the interest of his own reputa- 


tion, to make that announcement good. 
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THE REWARD OF STATESMEN. 


The Democracy of this City and vicinity 
are now engaged in the pleasing task of re- 
warding the virtues and the services of some 
of their leading statesmen. Republics may 
be ungrateful, but the Democratic Party 
never. Nothing but an accident unforeseen, 
and not wholly unconnected with a criminal 
indictment, prevented the erection of a 
statue to Wintram M. Tween, while that 
illustrious Democratic statesman was yet 
alive and in tha fullness of his political 
power. Senator J. J. Kiernan, being alive 
and in the full possession of his admirable 
legislative faculties, was the happy recipient, 
the other day, of a banquet at Manhattan 
Beach, the members of his party tak- 
ing this way of certifying to the 
world their appreciation of his works 
and speeches in the Legislature. The 
banquet, which was gorgeous and filling, 
was tendered ‘‘on general principles’’ rather 
than for any special and marked service. 
The illustrious Senator has earned the ap- 
plause of his Democratic supporters by his 
uniform sobriety and good behavior. It was 
never reported of him, as it has been of some 
of his associates, that he has been addicted 
to the flowing bowl or that he has pressed 
the wine-cup too fervently. So shining an 
example of Democratic virtue should not 
pass without recognition. The givers of the 
gustatory compliment to the Senator wisely 
chose a tribute in which they could. share. 
They gave a dinner, a part of which they 
consumed in his company, and thus dined 
at their own expense while they compli- 
mented him. This was cheap and easy. 

Stimulated by this exhibition of gratitude 
and judicious management, the friends of 
the Hon. Ti CampPBELL, Assemblyman 
from this City, resolved to dine the Honor- 
able Tia. No mention was made, as in the 
case of Senator Kiernan, of a silver set, 
but a frugal banquet was prepared at one of 
those refectories known as a “‘ table d’héte 
restaurant.”’ hither the stalwart sup- 
porters of the distinguished statesman be- 
took themselves, last Wednesday night, and 
ate and drank good health and great success 
to the Honorable Trim. In this festivity 
there was more definite purpose than in 
that of which Senator Krernan was the 
admiring and admired centre. To be sure, 
Mr. CaMPBELL was forced by circum- 
stances to share with another the honors of 
the occasion, while Mr. Kiernan had his 
honor all to himself. Assemblyman Camp- 
BELL has been publicly complimented, in 
connection with a Mr. Hatt, for having 
secured a modification of the Penal Code, by 
which cigars, tobacco, and presumably snuff, 
may be sold on Sunday without subjecting 
the seller to the incursions of ‘‘ the finest body 
of police in the world.’’ With great modes- 
ty, Mr. Haut evaded his share of the honors 
of the night, and, referring to Assembly- 
man CAMPBELL and ex-Senator Ecc.esing, 
said: ‘‘I say, and I say it boldly, that but 
for the efforts of these two gentlemen you 
would not enjoy the freedom of the trade 
that you do.”’ This noble tribute was greet- 
ed with howls of enthusiasm, the major por- 
tion of the assembly being interested in the 
Sunday tobacco business, as well as in De- 
mocracy. The speaker further alluded to 
what he was pleased to call ‘‘ the intrepidity, 
courage, and acumen”’ of the Honorable Trm. 
The honorable Assemblyman, when it came 
his turn to talk, confessed himself over- 
powered by the sight of ‘‘this vast assem- 
bly,’’ the vastness of the company being de- 
scribed by the accurate number of 100. But 
at the stage of a banquet when speaking is 
in order, 100 persons or things may readily 
be multiplied into vastness when seen 
through the medium of an unexpected com- 
pliment and a bottle. For, asa countryman of 
the Honorable Tm once remarked, ‘‘ Fwhat’s 
the use of being poor when 15 cints’ worth 
of whisky will make ye the richest man in 
the wurruld?”’ 

Itis needless to pursue the report of the 
Campbellian banquet to the end. The inci- 
dent is cited only to show how the Demo- 
cratic Party appreciates and rewards its 
statesmen and how easy it is to bea states- 
man in the ranks of that party. As we have 
seen, the constituents of Senator KigzRNaNn 
complimented him on general principles. It 
was not necessary to say that he had vindi- 
cated any immortal principle or had done 
the State a special service. No commu- 
nity could rise up and call him blessed. But 
he had been involved in no known scandal, 
and had he not stolen anything. Therefore 
he should have a silver service and a dinner. 
The Hon. Tim CAMPBELL, on the other 
hand, points with pride to his record as 
showing how he overcame the scruples of 
his fellow-Assemblymen, whom he calls 
‘‘anarrow and bigoted set,’’ and procured 
an enlargement of the Sunday laws so as to 
permit the sale of cigars and tobacco on 
Sunday. Verily, the statesman has his re- 
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The Bismarck organ returns to the charge 
that American pork is diseased and unfit for 
human food, citing in proof thereof the state- 
ment of a Cincinnati paper that half of the lard 
manufactured in America consists of cotton- 
seed-oil, tallow, clay, and water. That is to 
say, the alleged fact that lard is adulterated 
conclusively proves that pork is infected 
with trichine. If this is a sufficient re- 
ply to Minister SarGent’s assertion that 
the German pretense that American pork is 
debarred for sanitary reasons is a mere veil, 
German logic has certainly gone beyond the 
comprehension of the average American dull- 
ness, Our Britiah friends micht as well ob- 


ject to the importation of American candles 
on account of the prevalence in this country 
of the foot and mouth disease. 
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It is good ne-rs that the French chemist, M. 
PasTEuR, proposes to investigate the nature and 
origin of cholera. He isan authority regarding 
many morbific bacteria, and none of his researches 
has been more successful than that into chicken 
cholera. That, he has discovered, can be prevent- 
ed by inoculation, upon the analogy of vaccination. 
Should he make a similar discovery regarding hu- 
man cholera, the disease may be stamped out, as 
small-pox has been. In no other way can the dis- 
ease be attacked. Cholera is born of a neglect of 
the decencies of life, which cannot be described 
here, but anv attempt at compulsory reform js pre- 
vented by Hindu prejudices. A mutiny followed 
the issue of cartridges smeared with bullock 
grease in 1857. A similar disaster might result 
from compulsory hygiene now. Pastrur’s is, of 
course, not the first attempt to solve the mystery 
of cholera. One of the most audacious came to a 
sudden and unprofitable end. OseRMEIR, an as- 
sistant of Vircnow, actually injected cholera blood 
into hisarm. Within six hours he died while ex- 
amining his own blood with a microscope. 


Sober accounts of the pilgrimages which 
give perennial origin to this scourge of the world 
Dresent a picture of misery and squalor which is 
almost beyond belief. Day and night throughout 
the year troops of devotees press along the high- 
way. Five-sixths are women; 95 per cent. are on 
foot. -The sick and feeble die on the way. It isa 
point of religion to have nochange of clothing. and 
allarrive ina pitiable condition. At Juggernaut 
some 90,000 live on temple food, which is whole- 
some enough when fresh. But it is holy,and must 
be as entirely consumed as the wafer at mass. In 
that climate it soon undergoes putrefactive 
changes, but the deadly, loathsome mass is swal- 
lowed. They sleep in streets, which when it rains 
are stinking canals. The dead are laid in the 
corpse fields, from which birds and dogs are not 
excludea. Then follows the return trip, sometimes 
over a thousand miles. Only the strongest survive 
it. On the banks of one stream a traveler counted 
40 unburied bodies. It is thought that one In 
five or eight die. Altogether some 50,000 die 
yearly. Perhaps there is nothing else so pitiable 
in the world, ascertainly there is nothing else like 
it. Under such conditions the pecullar germ of 
cholera is propagated, but when once started on 
its westward way there is no ascertained limit of 
time, temperature, or distance to its fatal trave's. 
If Pasteur discovers a prophylactic his name will 


never die. 
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Ten cents a drop is the price demanded by 
Epwagp Banks, colored, for the blood which was 
drawn from his arm and infused into the veins of 
an invalid, whose life was saved by the overation. 
It does not seem likely that Banks will receive the 
sum—$192—which the eight ounces of blood he 
parted with wonld cost at that rate; but few 
persons would be willing to undergo the opera- 
tion, forthe benefit of a stranger, for so small an 
amount. It is not probable that the commercial 
value of human blood can ever be fixed by the 
courts. The transfusion of blood has not hitherto 
been regarded as a commercial transaction. The 
novelists have associated it with heroism and self- 
sacrifice, as when Griffith Gaunt bared his brawny 
arm to the surgeon's knife to save the life of the 
wife with whom he had quarreled. 
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The London correspondent of the Toronto 
Mail is kind enough to sympathize with the United 
States in the pauper immigrant matter. But he 
ingenuously admits that no paupers are “assisted” 
to Canada, and thinks that the “ wisdom” of the 
Canadian agents and officers in England has been 
brought into “sharp relief” by the controversy. 
Of course it has, and the “ wisdom” of the British 
charitable societies and “‘ Christian associations” 
in consigning their superfluous vagrants and crip- 
ples to the care of another Government instead of 
sending them into Great Britain’s own possessions 
has been also brought into “ sharp relief.” 
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The degree of editorial efficiency which has 
been reached by the colored journalists of Ameri- 
ca was attested in their convention at St. Louis 
yesterday when the resolutions submitted by a 
committee were returned to be “boiled down.” 
The true editorial mind is always oppressed by a 
want of space,even when freed fora time from 
the trammels of a printing-offiee and let loose in 
the wide limits of a public convention. And what 
an excellent example for conventions of ali colors 
these journalists have set in ordering their reso- 
lutions ** boiled down.” .

earlier to provide against delays occasioned by M. 
Ge Lesseps’s company.” The British ship-owners, 
itis said, agree with the Chairman, and will do 
their best to bring the canal Deople to terms. 


The best of the Cninese men-of-war are two 
steel gan-boats named Yang-Quai and Tchao-Yene, 
both built in England, each 200 feet long and armed 
with two Armstrong guns and six mitrailleuses, 
Then there are eight gun-boats of the same shape, 
also built in England and named after the first fet. 
ters of the Greek alphabet. The rest of the Chinese 
navy is made up of 2 gun-boats. 2 wooden cruisers, 
6 wooden frigates, 18 transport steamers, 6 dispatch 
boats, 3 torpedo boats. and several revenue gun- 
boats. Armstrong, Krupp, and Vavasseur guns are 
used on these ships, nearly all of which are under 
the command of Europeans, who are engaged t¢ 
serve in times of peaee. The Chinese Government 
is said to be very anxious to secure their new iron- 
clad corvette and torpedo boats before war is de 
clared with France. 


A. M. Bonné asked to have his marriage an- 
nulled on the ground that his wife, with whom he 
had lived 17 years, wasa nun when he espoused 
her. The facts are these. The wife, neé Mile. las 
Bordes, a descendant of an old and noble Lan- 
cuedoc family, devoted herself steadfastly to re- 
ligion and works of charity until she reached the 
age of 38, Then she lost her heart while nursing a 
young railway clerk through along illness. The 
young clerk returned her affection and one fine 
day Mile. las Bordes eloped from a convent at 
Bordeaux and was married to her iover in the of- 
fice of a London Registrar. M. Bonné has been 
unsuccessful in his suit, for it appears that the 
lady’s vows were only roeur annuels, that is to say, 
vows which expire at the end of each year. Mma 
Bonné, therefore, holds the fort, and every ons 
will sympathize with her. 


Mr. Gladstone’s description of his failure te 
win the Ireland scholarship is amusing. Short, the

PROPOSED UNIVERSITY IN MILWAUESZE. 
From the Milwaukee Wisconsin, July 10. 

Articles incorporating the University of 
Milwaukee, an institution organ’z2d for the pur 
suit of learning andthe culture of art, science, and 
literature, were filed in the office of the Register 
of Deeds late yesterday afternoon. Charles L. 
Colby, William P. McLaren, and Nathan E. Wood 
are the incorporators. The object of those who 
are moving in the matter is to establish ia Milwau- 
kee a seat of learning more complete than any in 
the West. It is designed to|place the institution 
upon a foundation of not less than $1,000,000, 
and to build up in connection with it a 
system ot academies in different parts of 
the State and the North-west which shall be 
under the same control and act as feeders to the 
university. ‘‘1f we sueceed,” said Mr. Colby toa 
Wisconsin reporter to-day, ** the co'leze will be as 
good as Yale or Brown.” While under the con- 
trol of the Baptists, the institution is intended te 
be non-sectarian as to its teachings,and a}l de- 
nominations will be represented upon its board. 
Mr. Colby states that three or four academical in- 
stitutions in different parts of the West stand 
ready to turn over their property to the Board of 
Trustees of the college and become auxiliary to 
the latteras soon as its success is assured. Sev- 
eral persons of wealth have aleo signified their 
willingness, upon condition of receiving the same 
assurance, to contribute in large amount for the 
foundation of the auxiliary academies conteny 
plated in the plan.

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A SAD ACCIDENT. 
THE MISFORTUNE WHICH HAPPENED TO W. 
F. HAMILTON AT ATLANTIC CITY. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 12.—A special dispatch 
to the Times from Atlantic City, N. J., says: “* Wil- 
liam F. Hamilton, Receiver of the Hestonville Pas- 
penger Railway Company, Philadelphia, came to 
Auantic City Sunday evening with his wife and 
two children and registered at the Manhattan 
Hotel. Yesterdus moraing he started “ut alone to 
gotoapoint down the beach below |own to wit- 
pess the target practice between the Gatling gun 
batteries of Philadeiphia and Camden. During the 
day his wife watched impatiently for his return, 
ad last evening she became greatly alarmed for 


bis safety. The people about the house instituted 
a search for him, which wes kept up all night, but 
it was without avail. ‘his morning at about 
7 o'clock Frederick W. Sobey, of Absecon, 
while walking across the Camden and 
Atlantic Rairoad bridge over a creek, two 
end one-half miles from here, heard a 
noise beneath him, and, looking down, saw 
& man sitting inthe water. The water inthe ditoh 
is very sh l!ow when the tide {is out, but tne tide at 
this time was running in and had already reached 
the man’s chin, and in a few minutes more his head 
woull have been submerged. Mr. Sobey suc- 
reeded in pulling him out of the water and found 
him so weak he could not stand, The man was 
brought iuto town on a ireight train and taken to 
the Central Station. Although he was still unable 
to speak, it was soon learned that he was the mis- 
sing man Hamiiten. After receiving medical at- 
tenuion he was removed tothe Manhattan Liotel, 
where his distracted wife was awaiting him. He 
made no response to hier almost frantic greeting. 
His terrible nizbt of wandering and involuntary 
beptism bad dethroned his reason entirely. 

Mr. Hamilton was seen in his room this after- 
noon. He was still speechless, aithough appar- 
eutiy semi-conscious. His eyes were wide open 
and vacantiy staring. His flesh was biue and cold, 
aithough every effort was being made to warm 
him. His left hand was tightly clenched and cou d 
not be opened. He was covered with scratches 
from head to foot, and bia disordered clothing 
showed that he had had a rough time of it. His 
watch was stopped at 11:55 o'clock, indicating that 
he must have fallen in the water at some time be- 
fore that hdur last night. His physicians say his 
recovery depends very largely upon getting him 
put of the chill he isin. ‘The terribie exposure of 
deing without food for more than 24 hours, and of 
peing immersed in the cold, salt water for 10 hours 
at Jeast, would tell terribly upon a man in good 
nealth, and it will be a surprise if it does not re- 
salt fatally in Mr. Hamilton's case. He will be 
taken to his home in West Philadelphia as soon as 
he can stand the journey. 
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EDUCATIONAL 70FICS. 
PAPERS READ AND DISCUSSED BY THE IN- 
RTITUTE OF INSTRUCTION. 


Fasyan Hovst, New-Hampshire, July 12.— 
At this morning's session of the American Insti- 
tute of Instruction, after the appointment of vari- 
ous committees, President Walton deiivered the 
annual address, Henry Barnard’s article upon 
“School Supervision,” which followed, consisted 
Jargely of personal reminiscences, beginning in 
1837. when, by his efforts, the bill creating the 
office of Superintendent of Public Schools was 
passed in the Connecticut Legislature. The article 
upon * The Present Condition and Needs of School 


Supervision in New-England,” read by S. G. Jor- 
dan, was discussed by several speakers. The morn- 
Ing session closed with the presentation of a paper 
opon “The Duties of a School Superintendent,” 
by Dr. A. P. Stone, of Springfield, Mass. 
In the afternoon the President announced the 
Committee on School Supervision. Mr. BH. Buck- 
ham. of Vermont, read a paper on “ Relations of 
tne Col’ege to the Common School.” He argued 
that the colleges must provide the learning taught 
In the public schools, and that eolleges cherished 
the spirit of learning in the community and thus 
helped schools of all grades. In al! our public 
sct.ools one door shou!d open out to business life 
and another to the university. The public schools 
bad a right to look tot e colleges for guidance in 
the philusophy of teaching. and colleges should 
support and honor public schoo! instraction by up- 
holding its importance in a curriculum of study. 
Dr. Harris said: “ There is ro centralized sys- 
tem of schools, either national or State, that in- 
cludes all schools, Hence a discrepancy may be 
found in all grades of schools, the lower arriving 
ata different kind of higher education, or higher 
education departing from the old established 
standard. Modern times have brought out natural 
sciences and modern literature, which are now 
managed both in colleges and common schools. 
They are all worthy to take rank as schoo! diswip- 
lines, but not equal to Latin,Greek,and mathematics. 
Neglect of the coilege by commen school pupils is 
B great calamity to the Nation. High schvoisshonu!d 
have only one course, in that way securing a larger 
college attendance. High schools shouid require the 
study of Latin and Greek, and Jet the coilege de- 
yoand less Latin and Greek.

THE TESTIMONY ALL IN. 

Boston, July 12.—The evidence introduced 
by Gov.

Lorenzo Fairbanks testified to erasures, &c., 
in the books at Tewksbury which he did not pre- 
tend to understand the meaning of. 

The laet witness was Lydia M. Warner, of Bos- 
ton, who has had the careof destitute babies for 
18 years. She knew ofa healthy child being sent 
to Tewksbury and returned in two weeks with 
syphilitic sore eyes. Counsel for the defense 
wanted five minutes in which to show that this in- 
fant never was at Tewksbury, but Gov. Butler on- 
jected, and the taking of evidence ended. To- 
morrow, the last day, will be divided between Mr.

It is importantto bear this in mind to avoid « on- 
tusion by the conflicting reports and to escape the 
error of generalizing from either extreme. 

Crop reports received from various sections of 
the country to-day were favorable again. This 
was particularly tie case from along the line of 
the Omahain Southern Minnesota, Dakota, lowa, 
and Nebraska. In this section of cvountry the 
rain-fall has been sufficient, and all kinds of small 
crain areina most flourishing condition, and afuily 
averace crop is everywhere expected. from the 
Red River Valley a little more rain was reported. but 
it was by no means sufficient to protect the crops 
from any extended continuation of the present 
drought.. The Northern Pacific reported light 
showers at Fargo, Casselton, and Valley, from 
which the crops received much benefit. It wasnot 
as beavy nor extensive as could be wished, bur vet 
helped much. All along the road between the two 
rivers rain is badly needed, and the want is proving 
m redisastrous than in any other section of the 
North-west country. 

A special telegram received from Pembina, Da- 
kota, says: “We have bad four hours’ genera! rain 
to-day, and it is still falling. During the past week 
the Manitoba officers have sent several special 
agents up through the vailey and along their whole 
line in order to obtain an unbiased report as to the 
trne cordition of the crops. They all admit that 
the country is badly in need of ruin, but say the 
outlook is not nearly as gloomy as it nas been rep- 
resented to be. The light showers occurring lately 
have revived the drooping crops, and these. to- 
gether with the heavy dews, will in all probability 
help to protect the grain until further rains shall 
set in.”

MEASURES SHE TAKES TO &TRIKE AT THE 
AMERICAN CATTLE TRADE. 
Cu1caGco, July 12,—The report that Ger- 
many was about to prohibit the importation of 
jard into that country was doubtless the cause of 
the distressing tall of the hog product 
to-day. If the predictions of the bears are 
fulfilled, the bottom {is evidently not yet struck. 
It is notorious that former bulls on the hog 
product, who followed the bull side as long 
as it was safe, immediately got on the 
bear side, and have been since selling 
short at an enormous profit. It may be added that 
this product will continue to decline so long as itis 
profitable to them, and fallures will be welcomed 
in such quarters as the best means of bearing the 
market and weeding out competition. Interests 
on ‘Change to-day were also affected dis- 
astrously by the announcement that Great 
Britain had passed a “hoof end mouth 
disease” bili, forbidding the importation of cattle 


to that country, Grain and cattle have been gene- 
rally shipped together, making the rates on both 
cheaper asaconsequence. Take away the cattle 
and, it is said, grain rates must advance. 

Samuel Allerton, wno is accepted as authority 
here, salt! to-day: “There is not a particle of 
hoof and mouth disease i[n this country. 
Great Britain, furthermore, has received the very 
flower of American beever. It is a well-known 
fact that all aged, decrepit, and maimed 
beasts are thinned out before they cet 
to the sea-board. and only the fattest 
ones go across. The bill is simply to keep 
our cattle ont. When we first exported 
cattle we got from $140 to $150 per head 
for them, but this price, by competition 
with English beeves has been reduced to $90 


per bead. There were vasily more live 
cattle shipped there than dressed, and this 
is a biow at a_ gigantic American 


industry. Dressed beef has been shipped there all 
the while, and will take the placeof the live 
cattle trade In time. This will require an enormous 
outlay, however, for which the country is not 
prepared. There are regular lines for the 
dressed beef business, whose capacity is 
only 250 cattle per week. Many a_ shbip 
will take half again as many alive at 
one load, and we could ship 4,0C0 alive per week. 
These lines are the White Star and Inman, regular 
and through lines. 

“ When we first went to export cattle the Privy 
Council passed a bill forbidding importation on ac- 
count of pleuro-pneumonia It had the effect simply 
to slaughter the cattle on the doeks, so that they 
never got 40 rods away from the steamer, and 
could not spread the disease if they had it. 
The new bill kills the trade altogether, and 
compels the live stock men to go into the 
dressed beef business at a loss. Every English- 
man wants the live steer, while the Yankee 
will take the old refrigerator beef without 
a word. The Englishman knows this, and also 
knows that if the slanghter of cattle is forbid- 


den on the docks and the carease is trans- 
ported across the water, British beef will 
sell at an advantage. Even though it 


costs $30 to transport the bullock alive and but 87 
Gressed, the shipper cannot realize on the latter as 
on the former. The live steer brings $40 more than 
the dressed one in the Engli-h market.”’ 

“Ifall this be true, why is it that you are en- 
gaced only in the dressed beef trade between this 
country and Great Britain, having so many live 
cattie to ship?” 

“ Thave a contract with the Inman Line, an es- 
tablishment all in operation and a special trade, so 
that we do not haveto goon to the market with 
our trade.” 

* How will this affect grain retes?” 

‘* Every vessel that sails with a load of grain 
takes on cattle. Many of them find room 
for 300 head after taking all the grain they 
can. It doesn't matter where the vessel is 
going or when she will return, she can deliver her 
cargo at less cost, because the load isa double one. 
Now, take away those cattle and where will the 
grain rates go to?”

A CONVENTION IN BOSTON FORMS A PERMA- 
NENT ORGANIZATION. 


Boston, July 12.—The State Convention, un- 
der the direction of the Irish National Land 
League, assembled at Faneuil Hall this morning. 
Delegates were present from the various benevo- 
lent, temperance, literary, and social Irish-Ameri- 


can societies of Massachusetts. Alexander Sulli- 
van, of Chicazo, President of the Nation- 
al League, who was expected to preside, 
was unavoidably absent. The meeting was 
called to order by John Boyle O'Reilly. who made 
a stirring address. At its cenclusion, Mr. O'Reilly 
was chosen temporary Chairman, with John J. 
Sheehan temporary Secretary. Rules of procea- 
ure were presented and occasioned covsiderable 
debate, pending which us motion was carried 
that a recess be taken and thet one dele- 


gate from each county be appoinited to 
act upon 2a Committee on Credentials, 
Permanent Organization, and _ Resolutions. 


The eonvention reassembled at 1:25 o’elock. The 
Committee on Credentials reported 387 delegates 
present. The Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion reported the following list of permanent 
officers: President—Patrick A. Collins, of Boston; 
Secretary—J. J. Sneehan, of Fitchburg; James P. 
McLaughlin, of Boston; Jeremiah Murphy, of 
Boston, and 30 others were elected Vice- 
Presidents. Mr. Collins, on taking the enair, de- 
ciined to make a speech. Thomas Brennan, of 
Ireland, addressed the convention. He was fol- 
lowed by Col. Jobn Atkinson, of Michigan. Ad- 
dresses were also made by Matthew Harris, of Ire- 
land, and the Hon. Jeremiah Murphy, of Daven- 
port, Iowa. 

Resolutions were adopted indorsing the action 
of the Philadelphia Convention, and pledging the 
support of the Irish National League, recognizing 
with pleasure the great progress made by the 
Irish people since the inception of the Land 
League, and pledging the best endeavors 
to secure the co-operation of all the 
Irish-American sucieties ia this State with the 
Irish National League; denouncing the “ assisted” 
pauper emigration scheme of England, and pledg- 
ing political influence to prevent its cousuma- 


tion. The resolutions go on to sav that, 
while recognizing the encermous difficulties 
whieh foreign role places in the way of 


those who desire to promote native interests, 
it is b lieved to be the duty of all good 
citizens to overcome these difficulties, and the 
hope is expressed that in Ireland the efforts 
in that direction may lead to the ex- 
tension and development of the manufactures 
of that country, which were destroyed by enact- 
ments consequent upon the act of union, charac- 
terized as the “ Union of the shark and its prey.” 
The Irsk Parliamentary Party is congratulated 
on the success of its candidate in the recent 
election in County Monaghan, it being regarded 
as a happy omen of approaching unitv of the Irish 
people. A permanent State organization was 
formed, with the Rev. P. A. McKenna, of Worces- 
ter, a8 President; Aeneas Smith, of Brookline, 
First Vice-President, and John W. Walsh, of Fitch- 
burg, Secretary.

IRISH LACE. 

Apropos of the Irish Lace Exhibition, the St. 
James Gazette, of London, remarks: *' It would be 
difficult to speak too highly of the manner in which 
the exhibition of Irish lase just opened at the Man- 
sion House has been arranged. Tbe cases are 
jarge, there is plenty of room to pass between 
them, and they contain a jadicionsly chosen col- 
lection, which represents very fully the different 
kinds of Jace which have been or are still mana- 
faotured in the sister island. The most important 
question started by this exhibition is, how far it 


will help the patrons to judge whether lace-making 
in Ireland can ve carried on remuneratively and on 
sound commercial principles. We may expect that 
the industrious Ulster satin-stich workers will find 
this out for themselves, since their own staple 
trade is being ruined by Swiss machine embroidery. 
But we need not deceive ourselves into fanoy- 
ing that charitable assistance will bolster up 
weet cannot be made to pay by ordinary business 
enterprise. All who are interested ip the subject 
should take the opportunity of finding out What 
branebes of laco-making they can safely encourage 
—what branches, in short, are most likely to com- 
mend themselves to the general public. This can 
most easily be discovered through the great shop- 
keepers. Their profits depend upon the accuracy 
of their guesses as to coming fashions. The prin- 
cipal modistes in London and Paris can generally 
force what they wish on a certain class of their 
customers, so that their own advice would be val- 
uable. For onr own part, we can hardly believe 
that crochet will prove a remunerative industry in 
the future. With the improvement of modern 
taste its day must be nearly over. The finer 
kinds without much pattern might be used 
for curtains and blinds, but it is too heavy 
upless so fine as to be very costly. We cannot 
but think with regret that the manufacture known 
as Carrickmacross ts also unlikely to take a firm 
hola on the general market. The work is com- 
posed of apattern in muslin witn a defining cord, 
elther appliqué on net or kept together with 
‘prides.’ Itiooks effective when quite new; but 
it has little intrinsic worth, as it does not clean 
well or wash, and the muslin flowers and leaves, 
however beautifully designed, have always more 
or less of atawdry appearance. To ladies with a 
real knowledge or love of lace it is unsatisfactory; 
yet we must acknowledge the beauty of part at least 
of one specimen exhibited by Miss Lawrence. The 
stitches on the muslin flowers are, however, its only 
really satisfactory feature. Many of the specimens 
of ‘bone point’ :from Innishmacsaint show that 
the workers can produce work of permanent 
yalue. What is now wanted Is better thread; it is 
not necessary to be national to the point of only 
using Irish flax. At present the thread almost 
looks like cotton, and has none of that silky sheen 
which is inseparable from the effect of old work. 
Glossy thread would wash best, and would not ac- 

uire that raggedness so often complained of in 

rish lace. Why is there only one ex:mple of 
black lace, and that a poor specimen? It would 
surely pay to make what would take the place now 
occupied by Maltese strong and durable, without 
ugliness, and more like the old Spanish mantillas, 
which are now almost extinct, thouch they wore 
for generations, It may be worth while to sug- 
gest, in conclusion, that lace is so much used at 
present in the adornment of furniture that a good 
demand would probably be found for ‘drawn 
linen.’ Hke those exquisite altar-cloths whieh oeca-

LICENSE IN AN ILLINOIS TOWN, 
From the St. Louis Repudtican. 

An interesting illustration, in a small way, 
of the working of high license is furnished in the 
town of Mount Vernon, Ill.; population, 3,000. For 
several years the Town Council refused to grant 
licenses for saloons, preferring to adopt the prin- 
eiple of prohibition. There was not a licensed ea- 
loon in the place, but the drug stores and gro- 


ceries sold spirits by the pint, to be carried off the 

remises and drank, and it beeame a practice at 
ast to sell liquor by the glassto be drank behind 
& partition on the premises. Drinking was not ar- 
rested, and the only effect of the probibitory sys- 
tem was to deprive the town of the revenue which 
licenses would yield. About six months ago the 
Council passed a/‘license ordinance fixing the fee 
at $800a year. One saloon was opened, and in 
two months the proprietor bad made enough 
money to pay for his license and keep up bis es- 
tablishment besides, and there was no greater per- 
cepti le amount of drinking in the place then than

TUE VALUE OF HUMAN BLOOD. 
A SINGULAR SUIT GROWING OUT OF A CASE 


On the night of Feb. 17, C. J. V. Okenberg, 
pclerk in the employ of the Western Union Tele- 
Eraph Company. engaged s room under an as- 
yumed name at the St. André Hotel, and upon re- 
tiring blew out the gas. He was found in a condi- 
tlon of advanced asphyxiation. and lay for hours 
in an unconscious condition. Drs. Garrigues, Val- 
entine, and Anderson were summoned to attend 
him, and after consultation decided that 
the only way to save the man’s life was 
by transfusing new blood from another in- 
dividual and thus get rid of the excess of 
carbon in his system. The proprietor of the hotel 
Was accordingly instructed to hunt upd & healthy 


subject who was willing to undergo the operation, 
ve colored porter, named Edward Banks, was 
called upon. The proposed subject was by no 
means inclined to serve at first, but when he was 
told that only about eight or ten ounces of blood 
wonld be needed, and that the blood would be 
paid tor at the rate of 10 centsa drop, his cupidity 
prercame bis fears, and he submitted his arm to 
the instrument. Dr. Garrigues drew eight ounces 
of the vital Suid, and transfused it into the arm of 
the patient, who rapidiy convalesoed. Banke 
afterward served enberg as nurse, and 
claim: that the latter gentleman was 
80 overcome by a sense of the obligation 
which he owed to his preserver that he promised 
to reward him to,nis satisfaction. Ail that Banks 
received, however, was a five-dollar note in dis- 
ecbarge of all obligations, and accordingly he 
brought suit for $250 which his counsel claimed 
war the valuc of the blood at the price agreed 
upon, 10 cents a drop, together with the value of 
the nursing given the sick man by the plaintiff. 1¢ 
wae estimated thit an ounce of bload eontained 
240 drops, and 8 ounces at 10 cents a drop would 
thus be appraised at $192, the value of the atten- 
dance, &o., bringing the bill up to $250. 

The case came up yesterday in the Sixth District 
Court before Justi¢e Kelly, without a jury. Banks 
was the first witness. He is an ebony-hued negro, 
with the pure Virginian accent. He gave a some- 
what prolix account of the part takea by him in 
the surgical operation, and said that he had been 
riven to understand that he would receive 10 cents 

a for his blood. He had attended the patient 
eae Gage and nights, and had exprnded 9) cents 
in beer, cake, and newszapers for Mr. Okenbere. 
“Ttele him,” he said, “as soon as he was bisself, 
dat dey had promised me 10 cents a drap for de 
diood. and he says. * Dat’s all right, I will reward 
you to yor sattersfaction.’’’ The defense pro- 
duced a receipt signed by Banks for $5 in full for 
all services rendered. Banks said that he had 
signed it supposing it was only a receipt for the $5, 
and notareceipt in full He was unable to read, 
and had only been told what he wasftigning. An 
examination followed to test his abilities in the 
way of reading and writing, which did not appear 
to amount to much. 

Dr. Garrigues was next examined. He gave a dis- 
guisition upon methods of transfusing blood, and 
paid that if blood could not be procured it was a 
good plan to transfuse a solution of table salt and 
water into the veins. Dr. Valentine testified that 
be had not. as was alleged, promised to pay 10 
vents a drop for the Divod, but he had an indistinet 
recollection that something was said in a joking 
way to that effect. Neitner himself, Anderson, or 
Garrigues bad received any payment for their ser- 
vices. He eaid that blood had no commercial 
value. but in this case, as given to save life, he 
thought it should be considered as valuable. 

. Okenberg testitied in his own defense that he had 
not authorized the physicians to take biood from 
Banks's arm, nor to make any contract for him; 
neither had he promised Banks to reward him. He 
‘Wasa rman. and only received $90 per month 
ps clerk in the Western Union Company. His wife 
bed nursed bim after the first day of bis illness and 
not Banks. Headmitted that Banks bad bought 
beer and cake for him, but considered that pay- 
nt for these articles was included in the $5 he 
ad given him. Decision in the case was reserved, 
aud will be rendered within a few days.

HELYN LEONARD'S BAIL. 
‘AN EFFORT TO HAVE IT REDUCED 80 THAT 
8HE MAY BE LIBERATED. 

An effort was made yesterday in the Court 
of General Sessions to have the ball of Miss Helyn 
Léonard, whe shot Mrs. Clarence H. Smith on 
June 15, reduced from $2,500 to $500. Her coun- 
gel read in support of his motion a certificate 
trom Dr. Hardy, the City Physician, to the effect 
that the prisoner was suffering from spinal irrita- 
Mon and great nervous excitement, which, if she 
were kept cenfined in the Tombs, might develop 
mania, and urged that, if she were released, 


through the reduction of bail to a sum that she 
vould furnish, she could be brought by ber rela- 
jives under proper moral influences. Assistant 
District Attorney O'Byrne opposed the motion, 
promising to prove that Miss Léonard had 
used the pistol simply to make a man 
with whom she had been intimate come 
back to her and furnish her with monvy. 
Mr. O'Byrne read an affidavit from Clarence H. 
Bmith to the effect that his first acquaintance witn 
Helyn Léonard began in December, 1882, ,when 
sbe sent him a letter, the receipt of which greatly 
surprised him. He called vn Miss Léonard at her 
home, when she said she was entire'y destiiute 
and had to pawno her jewelry to pay her 
poard. She wanted Mr. Smith to hunt up Cal- 
jazhan and shoot him because he had deserted 
ber. She said that Callaghan had also injured 
the deponent, and that she had in ber possession 
pompromising ietters writien by Mrs. Smith to 
Dallaghan. The deponent demanded to see the 
jetters, telling her he would heip her prove her 
Ramaging statements end upon the proof would 
take immediate steps to punish Callaghan. Miss 
Léonard at that interview asked the de, onent if 
be knew where Callagoan was, and especially in- 
terrogated him as to Callaghan’s means. Mr. 
Smith says he told Miss Léonard distinctly that her 
manner and words made him feel that she wasa 
biack-mailer, and that while be would help her 
witn money or otherwise to prove her slander- 
us assertion, he would punish her severely if he 
found sbe was, for evil purposes of her own, sian- 
dering as he believed, and now solemnly believes, 
gn innocent woman und wife. The prisoner failed 
to produce the proof by 6 o’ciock on that day, und 
the deponent cailed on her and demanded the 
letters which she promised to get, and Mr. Smith 
says he never saw her again until she was arraiened 
on the charge of shooting his wife. Mr. Smith 
believed that the prisoner, failing to black-maili 
him, deliberately wrote to his wife (a delicate 
Woman and an invalid for many years past) 
to mee: her at the appointed place. intending to 
persuade ber to go to Dr. Biondel’s office in the 
pear neighborhood under pretense of getting her 
to certify that she had not seen Callaghan fora 
long time, so that she might shoot her down in cold 
biood without the fear of prevention and arrest. 
That such was ter purpose, Mr. Smith deposed, 
‘was evident from the testimony of Dr. Blondel, 
who met the prisoner before she met the depo- 
nent’s wife and said to the doctor, * Wait and you 
will see some fun.” Mr. Smith believed the 
prisoner was sane bat vindictive and a dangerous 
woman, and if she were allowed to go on bail 
would either not appear for trial or would carry 
out berthreat of future revenge. If she were in- 
sane she shouid not be at large, and if sane and re- 
sponsible she should be kept in confinement until 
convicted or acquitted of the crime of shooting the 
deponent's wife. 

A ietter from Miss Léonard to Mrs. Smith, dated 
June i4, was submitted, and it read as follows: 
“So youthinkIlammad. That is the reason you 
assured me your intimacy with Callaghan had 
ecased and that you begged me not to expose you. 
Perhaps you would try to induce Callaghan to 
have me incarcerated inanasylum. I wish to see 
you to-morrow. I will be at Seventeenth-street 
god Broadway. and will meet you there to under- 
stand betier what [hesrd.” There was also pre- 
sented a letter from Miss Léonard addressed to 
Mr. Smith, stating that the writer bad tried to get 
messages to him, but his wite had intercepted 
them, and saying that she. Miss Léonard, must see 
Bir. Smith ona matter that concerned his honor 
and peace of mind as well ashers. Sheasked Mr. 
Smith to callat her home. No. 87 Seventh-avenue, 
god sbe would give him all the proof he required. 
judge Gildersieeve reserved his devision.

The company demurred to so much of 
the complaint as sileged any breaci of contract on 
ite part, and, after argument before Judge Beach. 
the demurrer was sustained. The plaintiff then ap- 
Dealed to the General Term, and that court has 
aftirmed the decision of the court below, Judge 
Van Hoesen delivering the opizion, and holding 
that the policy did pot require the company to in- 
Vest the funds or accumulate the profits in the 
Manner the plaintiff claimed, and that there was 
no faiiure shown on its part to accumulate or ap- 
portion profits as required by the polioy and by 
its tontine plan. William Wirt Hewitt appeared 
Jor the plaintiff and William B. Hornblower for the 
jusurance company.

ORANGE JUDD’S FAILURE. 
AN ASSIGNMENT MADE NECESSARY BY TOO 
MUCH BENKFICENCE. 

An assignment was filed in the County 
Clerk’s office yesterday by Orange Judd to Benja- 
min 8. Clark, a lawyer, of No. 21 Park-row. Pref- 
erences are given as follows: Estate of Thomas F. 
Stewart, of Phillipsburg, N. J., being moneys beld 
in trust, $2,545; estate of Charles W. Judd, late of 
Binghamton, N. Y., being moneys beld in trust, 
$5,000, or so much as shall remain after deducting 
proceeds of securities held for the benefit of the 
estate; Jobn Dickerson, this City, moneys loaned, 
$200; Martha J. Dickerson, this City, moneys 


loaned, $600. After the payment of these, other 
creditors take the preference as follows: bert 
Cunnington, Brooklyn, $936; George Thurber, of 
Passaic, N. J., : 8S. Chase, of Brooklyn, $742; J. 
W. Pratt, of Brooklyn, $608, and the New-York 
Plow Company, $25, tor money loaned. The total 
amount of liabilities could not be ascerta ned yes- 
terday, ax the schedule had not been filed, nor are 
Mr. Judd’s assets known, His friends, however, 
think he wil! make a good showing. 

The failure caused much wouder among his old 
business acquaintances, especially those who had 
dealings with bim when connected with the Orange 
Judd Company. Of his financial affairs, however, 
little has been known for the past year. Old 
friends say that while in business in this City 
he was known ss an honest and good 
business man, and that the affairs of the 
bouse were always in good_ condition. 
Mr. Judd was well-known in this City from his 
connection with the publishing bouse which bore 
his name so long, and with the American Agricul- 
turist, He has hac no connection with the Orasge 
Judd Cempapny since 1878, when it passed into the 
bands of its present managers. Mr. David Judd 
s.iu yesterday that Orange Judd’s embarrass- 
ments dated Leck several years, and that the fail- 
ure was the result of bis beneficence and bad luck 
in finaneial ventures of late. A tew years ago he 
gave $100,000 for the establishment of a Hull of 
Natural Sciences at Wesleyan University. He had 
also given a great deal of money for the building 
of churches, to Sunday-schoolis, and to philanthrop- 
je enterprises. He was a strong Methodist, and 
at Conference meetings, when a deticit in the Con- 
ference fund was reported, Orange Judd was 
pretty sure to put pis band in his pocket 
snd make it good. In this way, with- 
out due regard to the result, his money 
was gradually eaten up. Mr. Judd was also known 
to have lost considerable in real estate, it being 
said that lately he has eunk about $300,000, In 
connection with Conrad Poppenheusen he pro- 
sected the net-work of railroads now covering 

ng and. The North Shore Road _ to 
Flushing and beyond he was especially 
interested in, and as a consequence lost 
large sums of money. The heavy deprecia- 
tion of Mr. Judd's real estate erippled bim, and 
his going out of the publishing business and enter- 
ing upon new enterprises, with the expectation of 
realizing sufficient to meet his obligations, resulted 
iu the failure, in the opinion of his brother. It is 
also understood that Mr. Judd put a considerable 
sum intothe Sackett Plow Company, trom which 
he has suffered loss. 1t was stated that O. M. 
Bogart & Co., note brokers, recently disposed of 
$25,000 of Mr. Judd’s paper, and a judgment was 
entered for $4,000 on a series of notes which had 
become due. The notes on which the judgment 
was taken through Bogart & Co. were purchased 
in the belief that they were good paper, but they 
proved to be part of a Jot of $25,000 founded upon 
@ past business transaction, and the maker: ad 
not been responsible for many years. Mr. 
R. B, Gwiilim, the attorney for Orange 
Judd, could not give the amount of eith- 
er assets or liabilities yesterday. Mr. Clark, 
the Assignee, stated that he had received only a 
portion of Mr. Judd’s securities, and did not know 
for how much he had failed. Mr. Judd is at pres- 
ent sick at his Summer home at Florida. N. Y., 
and is reported to te suffering from sun-stroke. 
His brother was telegraphed for from Nebraska on 
July 4, it being reported that Mr. Judd was about 
todie. It was stated by friends yesterday that 
Mr. Judd had been suffering from malaria for sev- 
eral years, and that thie,in connection with his 
business troubles, had caused his present sickness,

THE MISSING MERCHANT. 
THOMAS G. HUNT’S FRIENDS STILL IGNORANT 
OF HIS WHEREABOUTS. 

No elue to the whereabouts of Thomas G. 
Hunt, the oil merebant of No. 137 Front-street, 
who disappeared on the evening of Fridav, June 
29, has yet been obtained by his friends, and yes- 
terday Mr. Edward Swain, his business manager, 
advertised a reward of $1,000 to any person who 
would seeure him an interview with his missing 
employer within 100 miles of this City. “I have 
limited the distance,” said Mr. Swain, “‘ bezause | 
shall undoubtedly receive a large number of false 


clues, and I can’t spend my time in running all 
over the country on useless errands. It will be 
easy for any one who may meet Mr. Hunt to 
bring bim within a radius of 100 miles of New- 
York, and the minute I see him I will pay the 
money. His losses did not embarrass him nearly 
so much as he imagined, and if I can only 
see him I can make matters all right 
in two minutes.” The business of the missing 
merchant is being conducted as usual by Mr. 
Swain, who has held a power of attorney for many 
years, to act forhim when heis absent from the 
City. “We don’t know that he is dead.” Mr. 
Swain said, ““and we don't believe that he is. and 
until we receive certain knowledge of his death 
I shall continue to carry on the business.”” Mr. 
Bourne, of New-Bedford. the father-in-law of Mr. 
Hunt, bas been in New-York for two or three duys 
personally directing the search for the missing 
man, but he returned to his home last evening. 
Mrs. Huat, who, with her daughter, is in France, 
has been keptin ignorance thus far of her hus- 
band’s disappearance. She became alarmed at re- 
ceiving no letters from him and cabled over to 
know what his silence meant. A dispatch was 
sent to her yesterdav tellnug her tnat Mr. Hunt 
was out of town. The friends of the missing man 
still cling to the hope that he will be found alive 
and will recover from the mental aberration which 
caused him to wander away.

A SLUGGING POLITICIAN. 
EX-ALDERMAN MURPBRY AGAIN BEFORE THE 
POLICE COURT. 


Ex-Alderman Jeremiah Murphy was again 
arraigned before Justice Smith, in the Tombs 
Police Court, yesterday, on a charge of assault and 
battery. This time it was John McDonald, a 
painter, of No. 16 Roosevelt-street, who was the 
cemplainant. Murphy keeps a liquorsaloon at the 
corner of Cherry and Roosevelt streets. McDonaid 
went into the saloon on Wednesday night and 


engaged in a game of cards with three men who 
were sittingat atable. After playing for some 
time McDonaid became convinced that the 
men were cheating, and refused to play longer. 
Rising from the tabie, he was about to leave the 
saloon, when one of the men caught him by the 
arm and demanded that he shoula pay for some 
drinks which had been ordered. McDonald re- 
fused, saying thathe did not order them. The 
man then shoved him out of the room, and in the 
struggle MeDomald’s bat fell off. He came back 
shortly afterward to get his hat, and began 
talking to Murphy, who was thenintheroom. A 
dispute over some trifling point arose, when, as 
McDonald alleges, Murphy rushed up and struck 
him with the putt of a revolver, knocking him 
down. James McCarthy, the bartender, then 
eame up, and while McDonald was still lying on 
the floor kicked him several tims in the 
face, inflicting painful wounde and knocking 
out most of his teeth. Roundsman Keough 
appeared at this point, and, on MeDonald’s com- 
piaint, took Murphy and MeCarthy into custody. 
When they appeared in court yesterday MeDon- 
ald, although bis face wasterribly cut anu bruised, 
refused to prosecute his assailants. In his state- 
ment he said that he was drunk atthe time of the 
assaultand very probably *' deserved all he got.” 
Murphy and McCarthy were discharged by Justice 
Smith.

Secretary Jackson received a communication

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A ROUGHLY-USED PASSENGER. 
ALLEGED ASSAULT BY EMPLOYES OF THE

A small and inoffensive looking man, who 
was subsequently ascertained to bea bricklayer 
named John Duffy, residing at No. 366 West Twen- 
ty-sixth-street, was found by some citizens of Har- 
lem sitting on the steps of the One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth-street and Third-avenue elevated 
railroad station yesterday.

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A CUSIOM-HOUSH CHANGE. 
TELLER BENNETT QUIETLY REMOVED BY 
COLLECTOR ROBERTSON. 

Collector Robertson has removed Mr. George 
A. Bennett, who for several) years was one of the 
tellers in the Cashier’s depagtment of the Custom- 
house. The removal was made quietly, in the early 
part of this week, and Mr. William Urban was ap- 
pointed to fill tha vacancy. Mr. Urban was one of 


the most expert teliers In the Sub-Treasury, where 
he hid been employed for 16 years. His tran-fer 
to the Custom-house gives him a larger salary 
($2,200) than be had beep receiving. The Collector 
says that Mr. Urban was selected on account of 
his personal fitness for the place made vacant by 
the removal or Mr. Bennett, and not from political 
considerations. Mr. Urban has taken no active 
part in politics. Collector Robertson declined yes- 
tenday to make any statement as to his reasons 
forremoving Mr. Bennett, and Cashier Hoffman 
was equally reticent. The matter created a great 
deal of excitement among the employes in the 
building, and was freely talked of among them- 
selves. It was generally belieyed that Mr. Ben- 
nett’s removal was not unconnected with the mys- 
terious disappearance of $9,000 from the Cashier's 
department several months ago. and an officer 
high in authority admitted that had it not been for 
the disappearance of the mopey Mr. Bennett 
would not have been removed. * Unfortunately,” 
said this officer, *‘Mr. Bennett was one of the 
three men who were inthe ‘money cage’ when the 
$9.000 was lost or stolen, and he also happened to 
be in the *money-cage’ during Gen. Arthur's cd- 
ministration as Collector when a smaller sum was 
jostorstolen. Collector Robertson, I understand, 
feels that he must have men inthe * money-cage’ 
who will not allow the Government’s money to 
get away.”’

MR. CAMPBELL WILL NOT RESIGN. 
BUT HE MAY TAKE A LONG VACATION THIS 
SUMMER. 


Regarding reports circulated yesterday that 
Controller Campbell proposed to resign, the Con- 
troiler said to a Times reporter that there was nu 
truth whatever in the story. He did not propose 
to do anything of the kind. It is understood that 
Controller Campbell will take an extended vaca- 
tion soon for the benefit of his health, which 
bas been poor for some time. His _ brother, 
Surgeon John Campbell, United States Army, 
has insisted upon the Controller taking a rest from 


his duties until his heaith improves, and has ia- 
formed Mayor Edson that Mr. Campbell ought to 
have a leave of avsence. The Controller said yes- 
terday that he had not decided whether to takea 
vacation or not.

Mr. Caropbell 
has been in the;-ublic service since 1876 and haz 
never yet had a vacation. Under the law he has 
the right to designate a person to perform his 
duties during any time he may be away, provided 
the period does not exceed three months.

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NO YELLOW FEVER ON THE CITY.OF UEX- 
ICO. 

The steam-ship City of Mexico, of the Alex- 
andre Line, which arrived late on Wednesday 
evening from Vera Cruz and Havana, landed three 
sick persons at the latter port. Capt. McIntosh 
stated yesterday that he sailed frem Vera Cruz on 
June 28 ana called at Progreso on July 2. Onthe 


following day P. Carroll, a fireman, was taken sick, 
and on the 5th he was placed in the ship's hospital. 
On July 6 George Nindo, one of the quartermas- 
tere, became ili, and William Habligel, a passenger, 
was also laid up. The three patients had some of tue 
symptoms of yellow fever, but the surgeon thought 
that they might merely be suffering from ordinary 
sickness brought on by the warm weather. At 
Havana they were sent ashore and placed In the 
hospital. On Saturday last when the steamer left 
Havana none of the cases had developed inio yel- 
low fever. The patients were sent ashore merely 
asa precautionary measure. Health Officer Smith 
had received instructions from Washington to look 
out for the Mexico, owing to the reported sickness 
ov board. The passengers were aliowed to land 
yesterday afternoon, and the steamer came up the 
Bay as faras Robbin's Reef, where she will, dis- 
charge her cargo.

FRANZ KRAMER'S STOLEN DIAMONDS. 
James H. Marriott, who was granted a new 

trial by Judge Gildersleeve after conviction in 

May for bringing $75,000 worth of stolen diamonds 

to this City from Paris, was discharged yesterday 

from custody. Judge Gildersieeve ruled that the 


prisoner’s confession that the diamonds were 
stolen was insufficient evidence against him, un- 
corroborated, as it was. by other testimony. As- 
sistant Distriet Attorney Regquier recommended 
that the case be dismissed, as Franz Kramer, the 
jeweler who owned the diamonds, would not 
come to America to attend another trial, and 
eould not be compelled to do so.

AN AGED COUPLE CHLOROFORMED. 


UNKNOWN BURGLARS ROB EDMOND HUER- 
STEL’S HOME AT THEIR LEISURE. 

Mr. Edmond Huerstel, a lawyer, of No. 290 
Broadway, resides on Depot-lane, Fort Washing- 
ton, and his aged mother and father live with him. 
On Friday last Mr. Huerstel, with bis wife and lit- 
tle girl, went on a visit to Liberty, Sullivan County, 
leaving the old folks and a powerful bull-dog to 
take care of the house during their absence. They 
returned home on Tuesday night, and found Mr. 
Hoerstel’s father and mother suffering from ner- 
vous prostration, caused by a burglary which had 


been committed in the house early on Monday 
morning. Mr. Huerstel yesterday advertised a re- 
ward of $200 for the return of the articles taken, 
and ‘‘no questions asked,” but as the value of the 
oods ix between $1.200 and $1,500, it is not 
ikely that the cupidity of the thieves will 
be aroused by the offered reward. The 
burglars first entered the house of Mr. 
Borden, at the corner of Depot-lane and the 
King’s Bridge road, where they stule two bottles 
of braudy and then left, having probably been 
frightened by Mr. Borden's dogs, ‘They took from 
Mr. Borden's a piece of red candle, and this was 
found in Mr. Huerstel’s house, thus making the 
connection between the two burglariesclear. They 
entered Mr. Huerstel’s house by the dining-room 
window. which they pried open, and as they met 
with no opposition from the bull-dog, which is 
usually very sivage and a good watch dog, the 
supposition is that they chloroformed that animal. 
After disposing of him the thieves went up stairs 
where the elder Mr. and Mrs. Huerstel were sleep- 
ing, and chleroformed them or subjected them to 
the action of some other tnesthetic, They then 
removed all the drawers from the bureau in the 
room and carried them down stairsto the dining- 
room, where they overhauled the contents at their 
leisure, pausing in their work to drink a couple 
of bottles of wine which they found in the 
butler’s pantry. From the drawers they secured 
a solitaire diamond ring, a blue enameled lady’s 
wateh of 84 diamonds, with the chain attached:a 
hunting-case gold watch and chain, two pairs of 
ear-rings, two breastpins. and $40 in money, which 
they took from the pocket-books ,which they left 
behind them on the floor. The burglars then visit- 
ed Mr. Huerstel’s room and ransacked the bureau 
drawers, but they found nothing wortby of their 
attention bere, as the valuables had been removed 
before Mr. Huerstel started for Liberty. The sil- 
ver on the sideboard in the dining-room next 
claimed their attention, and they carefully sorted 
out the solid from the plated articles ani laid them 
together forremoval. Something must have dis- 
turbed them at that point, however, for the silver 
was nottaken. At about 20’clock Menday morn- 
ing Mr. McCandless, the next door neighbor of the 
Huerstels, who was packing his trunk for 
removal to the country, missed two of his 
dogs, and [stepping to his window whistled 
for them on a policeman’s whistle. It is 
thought that this frigntened the burglars, 
who hurriedly made their escape, leaving the sil- 
ver behind. The old couple, as soon as they dis- 
covered their ioss, reported to the mounted police 
of the precinct, who advised them to say nothing 
about it, asd promised to try and recover the 
property. When Mr. Huerstel returned on Tues- 
day night he at once notified the police at head- 
quarters. and detectives are now searching the 
pawnshops in hopes of finding the stolen property. 
Mr. Huerstei has not a very exalted idea of the 
efficiency of the mounted police, and thinks they 
were anxious to keep the burglary from the knowl- 
edge of the public, in order that their own negli- 
gence, which allowed two houses in one night to 
be entered by thieves. might not be made appar- 
ent. The eider Mr. and Mrs. Huerstel have suf- 
ferea from the effects of the chloroform ever since 
the burglary, and the bull dog seems to have lost 
all his courage and energy.

AN OBSTINATBE HACKMAN CAUSES AN EX- 
CITING STREET FIGHT IN PATERSON, 

As the Orangemen were countermarching in 
Main-street, near Market, in Paterson, N. J., last 
night at 8 o’vlock, at the close of their parade, a 
hackman named Van Emburgh tried to drive past 
the lines in Market-ctreet. Grand Marshal Perkins 
rode up in front and stopped the hack. Van Em- 
burgh stvod up, whip in hand,to strike Perkins. 
A dozen meu sprang forward and whipped the 
hack around. Perkins galloped down Main-street 
and Van Emburzh followed. He was again stopped 


and another fight threatened. At Ellison-street, 
where the lines were again countermarching, Van 
Emburgh was asked by an Orange officer to hait, 
but he told the officer to go to the devil. 
The officer called on a policeman to arrest 
bim, when instantly a crowd surged forward upon 
the lines of the Orangemen and a fierce battle en- 
sued. Stones, sticks, swords, and fists were used 
vigorously on both sides.

AT LAW OVER MINING STOCK. 


SUIT AGAINST A COMPANY IN WHICH FRED 
GRANT I8 INTERESTED. 

Some remarkable statements are made by 
Eliphalet Nott in his complaint against the Trus- 
tees of Las Nueve Minas de Santa Maria Gold and 
Silver Mining Company. The best known of these 
Trustees are Henry Clews, John B. Alley, Freder- 
ick D. Grant, Henry H. Honoré,and A. A. Selo- 
ver. Mr. Nott says that the mining land 
owned by the company, in the State of 
Sonora, Mexico, was purchased for $17,000 from 


its original owner, and that the purchaser for this 
sum then sold it to the company for all but seven 
of the 100,000 shares into which its capital stock of 
$25,000,000 is divided. He charges that the prop- 
erty was certainiy worth not more than $500,000, 
and-tbat the purchase of it by the company for 
stock representing a par value of $24,999.825 was a 
fraud, particularly in view of the fact that mst of 
the shares were given by the seller of the land 
back to the Trustees of the company or their nomi- 
nees, and by them put on the market for theirown 
benefit as full-paid stock. He purchased 300 of the 
shares at $2 each, and he now seeks to compel the 
Trustees to account tothe company, for the bene- 
fit of himself and other stocknolders, for the $24,- 
000,000 of stock which he alleges they have fraudu- 
lently obtained and disposeu of to their own ad- 
vantage, 

‘The Trustees demurred to Mr. Nott’s complaint. 
but Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, Special 
Term, overruled their demurrer last month. Yes- 
terduy their attorney, Mr. Abbott, moved hefore 
Judge Cullen, in Chambers, fora stay of proceed- 
ings by the plaintiff pending an appeal to the Gen- 
eral Tem from Judge Donohue’s order. Mr. 
George F. Betts opposed the granting of a stay un- 
less the defendants should give secuiity for the 
payment of the $24,000,000, the return of which is 
demanded hy the complaint. Mr. Abbott insisted 
that the bond on wappeal should be measured by 
the sum vaid by the plaintiff for his stock, and 
shou!d therefore be for $600. Judge Cullen reserved 
his decision.
